The general situation today is turning more and more 
in favour of the peoples who are making revolution. 


The anti-imperialist revolutionary struggle of the 
broad masses is on an upsurge and the imperialist bastion 
is steadily crumbling. 


The international communist movement, however, is 
faced with a great obstacle owing to the activities of cer- 
tain people who have slid down to the road of revisionism. 

A serious situation has been created by these people in 
the socialist camp and the international communist move- 
ment. 


For several weeks, certain people have been waging 
extensive campaigns through Party plenums, speeches and 
the press attacking fraternal Parties which are upholding 
the principles of Marxism-Leninism. 


They are holding meetings of local Party organisa- 
tions throughout the country, attacking fraternal Parties 
almost every day, and are letting out volley after volley 
of slanders and calumnies through all their propaganda 
media available. 


They have gone the length of clamouring about a 
“collective measure” for excluding a fraternal Party and 
a fraternal country from the socialist camp. 


This is an open machination to split the socialist 
camp. 


It was these people themselves who first disclosed the 
differences, vilified and slandered fraternal Parties in the 
face of the enemy. Yet they claim that such acts of theirs 
“are in the interests of the international communist move- 
ment’ while accusing others who defend their own views

of “dogmatism” and “sectarian activities.” 

It was they themselves who started open 
polemics and kept attacking fraternal Par- 
ties even after paying lip service to stop- 
ping the open polemics. Yet they accuse 
others who answer this attack of challeng- 
ing and they threaten the latter with a “de- 
cisive counterblow.” 

This reminds one of an arsonist crying 
“fire!” This is an act for covering up their 
own splitting activities and shifting the 
responsibility on to others. 

To shift the responsibility for the split- 
ting activities on to others, to disguise 
themselves with hypocritic phraseology 
about unity and solidarity and to go ahead 
with the mobilization work for splitting—- 
precisely this is the true content of the cam- 
paign they are now waging. 

The unity of the socialist camp and the 
international communist movement is at 
stake today owing to the indiscreet activi- 
ties of these people. 

It is not fortuitous that the imperialists 
are in raptures and inciting them to ag- 
gravate the situation. 

The Korean communists who are waging 
an acute struggle standing face to face 
with the U.S. imperialists, resolutely reject 
the splitting manoeuvres. 

We oppose split and earnestly desire 
unity. 

The socialist camp and the international 
communist movement not only share com- 
mon ideology and common aim; they also 
have a basis on which they can ensure the 
unity of action through collective efforts. 

The revolutionary principles of the De- 
claration and the Statement of the Meetings 
of Representatives of Communist and Work- 
ers’ Parties are the guide to action for all 
the fraternal Parties in the struggle against 
imperialism and for peace, democracy, na- 
tional independence and the victory of so- 
cialism. 

And the Declaration and the Statement 
have laid down the standards of mutual re- 
lations among fraternal Parties and coun- 
tries—complete equality, sovereignty, mutual 
respect, -non-interference in each other’s in- 
ternal affairs and comradely cooperation. 

These standards are a conclusion un- 
animously drawn by the fraternal Parties 
after summing up the historical experiences 
accumulated in the long course of the de- 
velopment of the international communist 
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movement and the socialist camp. 

Our Party has consistently maintained 
that for the unity. of the socialist camp and 
the international communist movement all 
Communist and Workers’ Parties should 
abide by the revolutionary principles of the 
Declaration and the Statement and the 
standards of mutual relations. 

If certain people had not violated arbi- 
trarily Marxism-Leninism and the revolu- 
tionary principles of the jointly formulated 
Declaration and Statement, if they had not 
violated the norms of the mutual relations 
among fraternal Parties and countries, such 
complicated phenomena as are observed 
today would not have occurred within the 
socialist camp and the international com- 
munist movement. 

For the sake of unity, our Party has held 
from the beginning that the differences a- 
mong fraternal Parties should be solved as 
an internal issue of the international com- 
munist movement through comradely con- 
sultation. 

When certain people started open pole- 
mics, we demanded their immediate stop 
and opposed the splitting activities for iso- 
lating and excluding fraternal Parties. 

We have so far made efforts to settle the 
issue internally, enduring what was past 
bearing, for the sake of unity of the so- 
cialist camp. 

If certain people had tried to settle the 
differences through comradely consultation 
on an equal footing, approached truth open- 
heartedly, corrected their mistakes and not 
acted in a double-faced manner, the situa- 
tion would have already been brought un- 
der control and the socialist camp and the 
international communist movement would 
have won ever greater victory. 

They, however, openly violated Marxism- 
Leninism and the revolutionary principles 
of the Declaration and the Statement and 
spread wrong views and propositions and 
are continuously engaged in harmful activ- 
ities. 

They have not given ear to the just opin- 
ions of the fraternal Parties but, on the 
contrary, have tried, and are trying, to im- 
pose their wrong views upon others, deal 
blows in every way and thus isolate and 
exclude the class brothers who hold to the 
revolutionary stand and refuse to follow 
hiem. 

Acting as if they would not be sorry even 


though a few countries were ostracized . 


from the socialist camp, they are making 
no scruple to scrap unilaterally agreements 
with fraternal countries and sever diplom- 
atic relations with them by extending the 
differences to state relations. 

They have gone to the extent of making 
no distinction between the revolutionary 
comrades and the class enemies. They came 
down so intolerably low as to embellish 
imperialism, make unprincipled concessions 
to it, cater to its wishes and show their 
“friendship” and “goodwill” to it, while 
treating the class brothers and revolution- 
ary comrades like enemies. 

All the communists and the working class 
of the world are distressed at the fact that 
the socialist camp and the international 
communist movement have suffered serious 
harm owing to all these activities. 

The socialist camp is the great fruition 
of the bloody struggles of the international 
working class and the oppressed toiling 
masses over a long period. 

The socialist camp is the great revolu- 
tionary force of our age, invincible bulwark 
of world peace and reliable guarantee of 
victory for all the progressive people. 

No individual Party or individual country 
can hold this precious fruit of victory under 
its thumb. 

Today when socialism has turned into a 
world system, not one country but the 
whole of the socialist camp has become the 
base of world revolution. Therefore, de- 
fending the socialist camp does not mean 
defending any one socialist country or a 
few socialist countries alone but it means 
defending the socialist camp as a whole. 

The might of the socialist camp is in- 
creased through its unity and the growth 
and development of each socialist country. 

If all socialist countries, big or small, 
make persevering efforts from their revolu- 
tionary stand, they can contribute each 
at its post to strengthening the might 
of the entire socialist camp and developing 
the international communist movement. 

Any one country, big as it may be, cannot 
take the place of the socialist camp. More- 
Over, no country can depart from the Marx- 
ist-Leninist principles and decide and dis- 
Pose at will of questions related to the 
common interests, merely because it is a 
big country and has a long history of re- 
volution. 


Such act of a big country would bring 
ever more serious consequences to the so- 
cialist camp and the international commu- 
nist movement. 

The socialist camp can fully display its 
might only when all the socialist countries 
pool their strength and are united closely 
as an integral whole and only when they 
act in one accord on the basis of the Marx- 
ist-Leninist principles. 

Accordingly, to defend the unity of the 
socialist camp does not mean following a 
certain person in an unprincipled way but 
means adhering to the revolutionary prin- 
ciple and strengthening the class alliance 
for the common interests. 


Unity can be strengthened, in the true 
sense of the word, only on the basis of 
Marxism-Leninism and proletarian interna- 
tionalism. 

To defend the socialist camp and safe- 
guard its unity is to defend the base of 
world revolution and safeguard the main 
position for peace and the progress of na- 
tions. 

Therefore, to undermine the unity of the 
socialist camp is to betray the interests of 
the international working class as well as 
the interests of the people of each social- 
ist country. 


Those who have created the present situa- 
tion within the socialist camp and the in- 
ternational communist movement should 
repent and immediately stop the open viola- 
tion of the revolutionary principles of the 
Declaration and the Statement and _ their 
big-power chauvinist acts undermining soli- 
darity, observe the state of affairs with 
sober mind and return to the road of 
genuine unity, if they have the least con- 
cern for the interests of the socialist camp 
and the international working class. 


However, their anti-China campaign 
which has been whipped into a new frenzy 
recently and their noisy clamour about the 
so-called “collective measure’ show that 
they are sinking deeper into splittism. 


The Chinese Communist Party and the 
Chinese People’s Republic are defending 
the Marxist-Leninist principles, resolutely 
fighting against imperialism and actively 
supporting the revolutionary struggle of 
the world people. 

That is why the imperialists and the in- 
ternational reactionary forces, with impla- 
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cable hatred, are feverishly trying to impair 
the prestige of China and isolate her. Never- 
theless, some people, dancing to this tune, 
are abusing and attacking China with the 
verbiage of “‘bellicose element,’ “Trotsky- 
ite,” ‘‘splitter,” and so on. 


It is extremely dangerous that those who 
profess themselves to be communists should 
launch vehement attacks on China, trying 
to isolate and exclude her, in collaboration 
with the imperialisis. 


It means in fact breaking up the socialist 
camp to isolate China which comprises two- 
thirds of the population of the socialist 
camp. No one can talk about unity of the 
socialist camp while trying to isolate and 
exclude China. 


This applies not only to big countries 
but also to small countries. 

It is impermissible to ostracize a country 
from the socialist camp, no matter how 
small it is. 


Valuable to the communists are not only 
the successes of revolution in a particular 
country but the successes of all the socialist 
countries. 


It is only too clear that, if things devel- 
op in such a way as isolating and excluding 
one country yesterday from the socialist 
camp, another country today and yet an- 
other country tomorrow, this will in the 
long run tear asunder the socialist camp 
and the international communist move- 
ment. 

Moreover, to attempt to isolate and ex- 
clude the brother Parties which are defend- 
ing the Marxist-Leninist principles, while 
forcing others to follow their wrong action, 
is to enervate and ruin the socialist camp, 
the base of world revolution, and disrupt the 
international communist movement. 


This is a fundamental question affecting 
the destiny of the whole of the socialist 
camp and the destiny of world revolution. 


Those who are engaged in the splitting 
machinations, imposing their will upon 
others, describe the Party congress of an 
individual country as the beginning of a 
“new stage’ in the international commu- 
nist movement and insist that all should 
support its resolution and abide by it. 


They insist that all the people should ac- 
cept the resolution of the Party of. an indi- 
vidual country, regardless of whether it con- 
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tains things right or wrong, and that only 
then they are faithful to internationalism. 

The fraternal Parties should learn from 
each other’s experiences and introduce from 
others what is good and what accords with 
their own conditions. 

But this is, after all, an internal matter 
that should be independently judged and 
decided by each Party. 


It would not be beneficial to adopt an- 
other’s things dogmatically, even if they 
are good, so long as they are unsuitable 
for one’s specific conditions and, more, to 
adopt bad things blindly not only brings 
losses to the revolutionary cause of one’s 
country but is detrimental to the interna- 
tional communist movement. 


Many lessons of the recent international 
communist movement clearly prove this. 

No small losses have been caused to rev- 
olution in a number of countries in recent 
years because certain people forced upon 
them their wrong lines including that of 
absolutising the “peaceful transition” to 
socialism. 


Yet, these people are trying to force 
other brother Parties to accept the policy 
and resolution of an individual Party ob- 
ligatorily, while describing themselves as 
the staunchest opponent of “dogmatism” 
and advocating “equality” in words. Fur- 
thermore, they are high-handedly meddling 
in the internal affairs of fraternal Parties 
and of fraternal countries and committing 
subversive activities against them. 


Still trying to impose their Party reso- 
lutions upon others, certain people have 
gone the length of avowing without hesita- 
tion that their relations with fraternal Par- 
ties have aggravated because the latter re- 
fused to accept the resolutions of their 
Party congresses. 

It is crystal clear what attitude these 
people are taking towards the independency 
of fraternal Parties. 

More, they are still harping on the so- 
called ‘“‘anti-personality cult campaign” 
that has brought grave consequences in the 
international communist movement. 

Carrying with them the label of opposing 
the “personality cult,” these people have 
been persecuting and attacking those who 
remain faithful to the Marxist-Leninist prin- 
ciples, and interfering in the internal affairs 
of fraternal Parties and countries, while 


inciting anti-Party sectarian elements in 
these countries to split fraternal Parties and 
subvert the Party leadership of fraternal 
countries. 

This is the vilest act of the international 
faction. The label of the so-called “person- 
ality cult” has become their notorious me- 
dium in assailing the people who do not 
follow them. Far from repenting this perfi- 
dious act, they continue to attack the peo- 
ple who hold fast to the revolutionary 
stand, branding them as “dogmatists” and 
what not who remain out of the reach of 
the ‘fresh wind” and “new spirit” of the 
“anti-personality cult,’ and are using this 
label as a tool for overthrowing the leader- 
ship of brother Parties. 

Owing to this “anti-personality cult” 
racket, many fraternal Parties have gone 
through a “fever” and the international 
communist movement has suffered heavy 
losses. 

Taking advantage of this, the imperial- 
ists and the renegades instigated by them 
provoked a_ counter-revolutionary putsch, 
launched an anti-communist campaign on 
an international scale and are still using 
it as capital for attacking socialism and 
communism. 

If such “‘anti-personality cult” clamour is 
a “fresh wind” and “new spirit,” what is 
the difference between it and the “fresh 
wind of freedom” the imperialists are trum- 
peting to disrupt and break up the social- 
ist camp? 

As a matter of fact, today the imperialists 
are lavishing praises of this “fresh wind.” 

Some people, while committing such vici- 
ous international sectarian and subversive 
activities themselves, are brazenly trying 
to reverse the fact and disparage others, 
accusing them of “splitting activities.” 

All these methods and acts unthinkable 
to those with communist conscience only 
reveal their own political and moral bank- 
ruptcy. 

At the same time they are opposed to the 
Parties and peoples of brother countries 
building an independent national economy 
with their own strength. 

Each socialist country can consolidate its 
political independence only when it fortifies 
its own independent economy. And the de- 
velopment of the national economy and the 
acceleration of socialist. construction by 
each socialist country through the maximum 


mobilisation of its potentialities are a gu- 
arantee for more effective co-operation be- 
tween the countries of the socialist camp 
and for the growth of the might of the so- 
cialist camp. But these people are prepo- 
sterously labelling the construction of an 
independent national economy in fraternal 
countries as “nationalism” and “isolation- 
ism.” 

Their real aim in censuring the construc- 
tion of an independent national economy 
lies elsewhere. 

They are attempting to control and domi- 
nate even the economic construction of 
other countries under the cloak of a so- 
called ‘economic integration.” 

This is to ignore others’ sovereignty and 
is a manifestation of typical national ego- 
ism to boss the show and reduce the eco- 
nomies of other countries to their append- 
ages in disregard of the overall interests of 
the socialist camp. 

All such machinations to weaken the so- 
cialist camp and disrupt the international 
communist movement must be resolutely 
rejected. 

Those who persist in splitting manoeu- 
vres are departing farther from the inter- 
nationalist stand and are hampering the 
international solidarity of the working class 
and the solidarity of the international work- 
ing class and oppressed nations. 

The Marxist-Leninist Parties and  work- 
ing class of all countries of the world are 
Closely linked up with each other by class 
solidarity, and the international working 
class and the oppressed nations are united 
on the front of the common struggle against 
imperialism. 

The communists must respect and co-ope- 
rate with each other as class comrades-in- 
arms, regardless of colour, race, region and 
the level of the development of the country. 

Certain people, however, have grown so 
overbearing as to allege that the Parties in 
Asia are not capable of acting indepen- 
dently because of ‘“‘lack of experience’ and 
to brand as “politically immature’ and 
“unsound elements” the people who are 
adhering to the revolutionary principles as 
well as the revolutionary fighters who are 
waging bloody struggles against imperial- 
ism. 

Flaunting their revolutionary traditions 
and experience only, they say as if the Par- 
ties in Asia, Africa and Latin America 
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cannot lead the revolution correctly because 
their working class is small in number and 
that even if they win victory in their revo- 
lution, they would find it difficult to carry 
it forward. 

This is a big-power chauvinist act of dis- 
daining and insulting others and disrupt- 
ing the class solidarity. 

We respect the revolutionary traditions 
and experience of brother Parties. 

But what is important is not to boast of 
one’s past but who is struggling correctly 
for the revolution at present. 

One cannot vindicate oneself by boasting 
of one’s revolutionary traditions while dev- 
iating from the revolutionary stand at pre- 
sent. 

The communists value not only the rev- 
olutionary struggle in any particular area 
but the revolutionary struggles in all parts 
of the world; they should support and en- 
courage these struggles as a common cause. 

Violating even the elementary principle of 
internationalism, however, certain people 
allege that only the revolutionary struggle 
in Europe is important and the revolution- 
ary struggles of the peoples in other areas 
are insignificant. 

In particular, they not only do not sup- 
port but slander in every way the anti-im- 
perialist revolutionary struggles of the 
Asian, African and Latin American peoples. 

These people cast slurs at the revolution- 
ary struggles of the Asian, African and 
Latin American peoples describing them as 
a sort of “adventuristic petty-bourgeois mo- 
vements.” 

Today Asia, Africa and Latin America 
are swept by raging flames of anti-imperi- 
alist revolutionary struggle. This revolu- 
tionary struggle is tearing down the impe- 
rialist stronghold, facilitating world revo- 
lution as a whole and growing into a tre- 
mendous force safeguarding peace. 

Only those who have given up the re- 
volutionary stand can turn away from the 
struggle and try to depreciate its import- 
ance. | 

In many countries of these regions the 
awakened peasants are joining the revolu- 
tion under the leadership of the working 
class and revolution has won in a number 
of countries. What’s wrong with all this? 
Certain persons even malign the peoples 
in these areas, alleging that for them to 
unite and oppose imperialism is to oppose 
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the working people of the European capital- 
ist countries. 

This cannot but be interpreted as an 
attempt to fan nationalist sentiments and 
saw discord among the working people. 

It is surprising, indeed, to hear from 
those styling themselves communists the 
same language as used by the imperialists 
in their attempt to disunite the working 
class of capitalist countries and the peo- 
ples of colonial and dependent countries. 

Such evil actions in the ranks of the 
communist movement can never be per- 
mitted but must be eliminated. 

The international working class and the 
people of the socialist countries can never 
tolerate the act of undermining the social- 
ist camp, the great revolutionary gain which 
they won and have defended at the cost 
of their blood, nor can they tolerate the act 
of disrupting the international communist 
movement. 

At this juncture when the unity of the 
socialist camp and the international com- 
munist movement is being endangered 
owing to certain people, the communists of 
the world and the international working 
class have before them the sacred task to 
take a vigorous action to defend unity for 
the victory of the international communist 
movement. 

The obtaining situation makes it incum- 
bent upon all the Communist Parties and 
communists to consider the matter serious- 
ly and take a correct stand for the inter- 
ests of the socialist camp and the interna- 
tional communist movement and for peace, 
democracy, national independence and the 
socialist cause. 

Today the struggle against the splitting 
manoeuvres of certain people is not a 
question confined to individual Parties but 
one concerning the Parties and communists 
of all countries the world over. 

The grave situation created in the social- 
ist camp and the international communist 
movement must be solved by the commun- 
ists themselves. 


The present situation cannot be straigh- 
tened out by a few Parties or a few people. 
Only by the joint efforts of all the Parties 
and communists of the world can the split 
be checked and unity preserved. 

It is of paramount importance for all the 
communists to take a just and fair stand 
in the interests of the communist movement 


and maintain their independent position. 

We consider that all the communists of 
the world, mindful of their heavy responsi- 
bility for the lofty cause of the working 
class, should observe the situation with 
presence of mind, make distinction between 
right and wrong on the basis of facts and 
decide their correct stand by _ pondering 
over the matter. 

Only by holding fast to a fair and 
independent position can one correctly 
assess the situation and act rightly for the 
sake of the common cause. 

The communists of each country are all 
responsible for the revolution in their own 
country and responsible also for the inter- 
national communist movement. 

We hold that they should think profound- 
ly, with the conscience of a communist, on 
which is the way of serving the cause of 
the working class, and should strive to put 
an end ‘to the situation created in the so- 
cialist camp and the international commun- 
ist movement on the basis of the Marxist- 
Leninist principles and from an indepen- 
dent stand. 

Now certain people, abusing the estab- 
lished authority of their Party, are trying 
to force others to follow their splitting 
activities and round up their supporters. 

To force other people to follow their 
wrong deeds and spurn the Parties disobey- 
ing their will, they are palavering about 
majority and minority and demanding the 
application of the principles and discipline 
of centralism to the international commun- 
ist movement. They are also talking about 
measures for bringing into shape a certain 
organization for materializing their scheme. 

This is a scheme which was already re- 
jected and shattered at the meetings of 
fraternal Parties. 

There can be no relations of superior and 
inferior in the ranks of the communist mo- 
vement, relations in which one issues ord- 
ers and controls others from a central post 
while others obey him and execute. his ord- 
ers, and no will of the mechanical majority 
can be imposed upon others. 

The principle of centralism is a norm 
applicable to the internal life of individual 
Parties. This principle cannot be applied 
to the relations among fraternal Parties. 

To prattle about the principles of cen- 
tralism is meant, in the final analysis, to 
lead the differences of views to an organi- 


zational split and to make their big-power 
haughtiness and arbitrariness prevail, 
oy ne themselves holder of the central 
post. 

Genuine solidarity demands that all the 
Communist Parties and communists reject 
such acts decisively and not allow anyone 
to place the socialist camp and the inter- 
national communist movement under his 
arbitrary control. 

The. socialist camp and the international 
communist movement are not a plaything 
of any individual person or any individual 
Party. The rampage of certain people can 
be curbed when an increasing number of 
Communist Parties and communists fight 
against it. 

If all the Parties and all communists 
who want unity pool their strength and 
fight, the splitting manoeuvres will meet 
with a fiasco. The communists should never 
back down their principled stand under any 
circumstances, but should always hold to 
their independent stand. 

If one thinks unity is valuable and the 
socialist cause is precious, one cannot give 
up his independency under duress from 
outside and blindly follow another Party. 

It does not mean the strengthening of the 
unity of the communist movement nor does it 
mean being faithful to internationalism to 
speak and act as others do with no sense 
of sovereignty. On the contrary, it would 
cause losses to the revolutionary work of 
one’s own people and the international 
working class and weaken the genuine in- 
ternationalist unity of the socialist camp 
and the international communist movement. 

Communists are people fighting solely 
for the cause of revolution, braving all 
persecution, appeasement and _ deception. 
The honour of communists and the trust of 
the masses in them come from the fact that 
they fight with indomitable will only for 
the truth and for revolutionary conviction. 

The purity of Marxism-Leninism must be 
defended for the unity of the socialist camp 
and the international communist move- 
ment. The unity must be based on the prin- 
ciples of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian 
internationalism, and the revolutionary 
principles of the Declaration and Statement 
of the Meetings of Representatives of Com- 
munist and Workers’ Parties. 


The differences which emerged in the in- 
ternational communist movement have now 
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developed into differences of principles 
affecting the destiny of the socialist camp 
and the international communist movement. 
The differences involve not merely the ques- 
tion of methods of struggle in the _ inter- 
national communist movement but the fun- 
damental questions of revolution and the 
general questions of socialism, democracy, 
national independence and peace. 


The revisionists are continuously seeking 
to confuse and split the ranks of the inter- 
national communist movement. They dis- 
grace socialism and impair the prestige of 
the socialist camp everywhere and try to 
demolish the great position built over a 
long period by the working class of the 
whole world at the cost of their sweat and 
blood. 

Without the struggle against  revision- 
ism, the purity of Marxism-Leninism cannot 
be safeguarded nor can the genuine unity 
of the socialist camp and the international 
communist movement be preserved. 

At the same time big-power chauvinism 
which imposes revisionism upon others and 
indulges in arbitrariness must be categori- 
cally rejected. 

Such big-power chauvinism is a virulent 
poison undermining unity and_ solidarity. 
Voluntary unity can be realised only when 
big-power chauvinism is removed. 

In order to defend the purity of Marxism- 
Leninism and strengthen the genuine unity 
of the socialist camp and the. international 
communist movement, sincere criticism 
should be extensively unfolded within the 
ranks of the communist movement. 

Criticism should be conducted on _ the 
basis of facts, on an equal and _ impartial 
footing in a free atmosphere, and from a 
strictly principled, comradely stand. 

Such unwarranted practice of repressing 
the just voice of others and isolating and 
ejecting others, while they themselves one- 
sidedly carry on the polemics and _ ground- 
lessly attack others, must not be permitted. 

When extensive criticism is conducted, it 
will be made clear to all who. is right and 
who is wrong, and the wrong will go bank- 
rupt and the purity of the ranks of the inter- 
national communist movement will be pre- 
served. 

Only by so doing is it possible to safegu- 
ard the unity of the socialist camp and the 
solidarity of the international communist 
movement on the basis. of Marxism-Lenin- 
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ism and develop the communist movement 
on a sound basis.

The communists of the whole world must 
raise higher the revolutionary banner of 
Marxism-Leninism. |

must unite. The entire working class of the 
world must closely unite and the working 
class and oppressed nations of the world 
must unite. The Marxist-Leninist Parties 
and communists must staunchly safeguard 
the unity of the socialist camp and the in- 
ternational communist movement. 

They must firmly unite with the world’s 
revolutionary people and carry out the re- 
volution to the last.

No matter how wild the revisionists may 
run, the Marxist-Leninist Parties and true 
communists will, under any circumstances, 
overcome all the trials, continue the vigor- 
ous onward march and carry out the revo- 
lutionary cause to the last, upholding the 
banner of proletarian internationalism.

1. NECESSITY OF INDEPENDENT 
NATIONAL ECONOMIC CONSTRUCTION 


After the liberation of the country the Ko- 
rean people under the wise leadership of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea and Comrade 
Kim Il Sung carried through the tasks of 
anti-imperialist and anti-feudal democratic 
revolution and won shining victories in 
carrying on the socialist revolution and so- 
cialist construction. They have, in a his- 
torically short space of time, completely 
shaken off the age-old backwardness and 
colonial onesidedness and_ turned their 
country into a powerful industrial-agricul- 
tural country with a firm independent na- 
tional economy. 


Today the Korean people live in a period 
of national prosperity unprecedented in 
their history, advancing vigorously towards 
the high eminence of socialism. 

All the victories scored by the Korean 
people in building new society have been 
possible because the Workers’ Party of 
Korea headed by Comrade Kim II Sung 
has held fast to the principles of Marxism- 
Leninism, applying them creatively to the 
actual conditions of our country. 

In the socialist revolution and socialist 
construction our Party has adhered to and 
carried through the line of establishing 
Jooche, of relying on our own efforts and 
building an independent national economy 
with all firmness and consistency. 


The idea of Jooche represents the stand 
and attitude of the communists towards 
revolution and bases itself firmly on the 
principle of Marxism-Leninism on the unity 
of the national and internationalist duties 
of the working class. 
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The main content of the idea of Jooche 
is independence, self-sustenance and orig- 
inality in carrying out the revolution. 

The main force of the revolution in each 
country is the proletariat and the popular 
masses and their guiding force, the Marx- 
ist-Leninist Party. 

Only the working class and the popular 
masses of each country are masters of the 
revolution in the country and its internal 
forces are the decisive factor of victory in 
the revolution. The primary, fundamental 
task of the communists and their Party is 
to complete the revolution and build a so- 
cialist-communist society in their country. 

Communists and their Party may con- 
tribute to the international revolutionary 
movement by carrying out, first of all, the 
revolution in their own country successful- 


Lenin said: “There is one, and only one 
kind of internationalism in deed: working 
wholeheartedly for the development of the 
revolutionary movement and the revolution- 
ary struggle in one’s own country, and sup- 
porting (by propaganda, sympathy and 
material aid) such a struggle, such, and 
only such a line in every country without 
exception.” 


For the communists and the people in 
each country, to subordinate everything, to 
direct their maximum efforts to the suc- 
cessful carrying out of the revolution in 
their own country is precisely to fulfil their 
national duty, and at the same time to best 
discharge their internationalist duty to 
world revolution. 


Comrade Kim I] Sung said: 

“It is the duty of Koreans to make rev- 
olution and build socialism’ and commu- 
nism in Korea. The Korean revolution is 
an internationalist duty devolved upon the 


Koreans. Therefore, Koreans should, first 
of all, carry out the Korean revolution well, 
which means the faithful implementation of 
their internationalist duty.” 

Another essential aspect of the idea of 
Jooche is to do all work to suit the actual 
conditions of one’s own country and apply 
in a creative manner the universal princip- 
les of Marxism-Leninism to the specific con- 
ditions of one’s own country. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung said: “By Jooche 
we mean to do everything to suit the actual 
conditions of our country and apply crea- 
tively the universal principles of Marxism- 
Leninism and the experience of other coun- 
tries to conform with our practical condi- 
tions.” 

The teachings of Comrade Kim I] Sung 
represent the firm, correct stand and _ atti- 
tude of our Party towards the principles of 
Marxism-Leninism. 

Our Party regards it as its inalienable 
duty to fight in defense of the universal 
principles of Marxism-Leninism. 

Marxism-Leninism is not a dogma. It is 
a guide to action, it is a creative theory. 
Marxism-Leninism can, therefore, display 
its invincible might only when it is applied 
to the specific conditions of each country in 
a creative manner. 

Our Party has invariably defended the 
purity of Marxism-Leninism resolutely op- 
posing revisionism and overcoming dogma- 
tism, and has always guided the complica- 
ted and arduous Korean revolution correct- 
ly and led the Korean people to victories 
by applying creatively the universal prin- 
ciples of Marxism-Leninism to the specific 
reality of our country. 

To establish Jooche in carrying out the 
revolution means that proceeding from the 
firm viewpoint that they are masters of 
their revolution, the Marxist-Leninist Par- 
ty, the communists and the people in each 
country should maintain the revolutionary 
stand and conviction of carrying out the 
revolution in their own country with their 
own efforts in a responsible manner, and 
should do all work to suit the actual condi- 
tions of their own country. 

Self-reliance is an embodiment of the 
idea of Jooche. 

It means the revolutionary traits of com- 
munists and their revolutionary stand to 
overcome any difficulties by their own ef- 
forts and to carry out the revolution of 


their own country with their own strength 
and in responsible way. 

Self-reliance is the unbending spirit of 
fighting it out in any adversity until final 
victory, it is the creative spirit of making 
all that is necessary by one’s own efforts. 
It is the revolutionary spirit of making con- 
tinued innovations and continued advance, 
knowing no indolence, no complacency, no 
vacillation under any circumstances. 

Only with this revolutionary traits, only 
with this revolutionary spirit, can one main- 
tain one’s revolutionary stand and integri- 
ty and persist in the struggle to win final 
victory for the revolution in any arduous 
and complicated situation. 

Filled with firm conviction of victory in 
the difficult conditions when they had no 
rear in the darkest period of Japanese im- 
perialist rule, Korean communists, led by 
Comrade Kim I] Sung, waged 15 years of 
heroic armed struggle against Japanese 
imperialism for the freedom and independ- 
ence of the country and the liberation of 
the people, arming themselves with the 
weapons wrested from the enemy and solv- 
ing the problems of ammunition, food and 
clothing for themselves. 

Since liberation our Party inheriting the 
glorious revolutionary traditions of the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle has carried 
forward the revolution mobilizing its own 
strength to the maximum and in the rev- 
olutionary spirit of self-reliance, relentlessly 
denouncing the national nihilist and flunkey- 
ist tendencies to rely only on others, with 
no faith in our own strength. 

We could thus endure the ordeals of the 
bitter war (1950-53) and overcome so many 
difficulties in the post-war rehabilitation 
and construction and have scored great suc- 
cesses in the socialist revolution and _ so- 
cialist construction. 

Self-reliance is based firmly upon the 
principle of proletarian internationalism. 

To overcome any difficulties with one’s 
own strength and do all one can to carry 
on the revolution of one’s own country vic- 
toriously is to serve the world revolution 
in practice and to fulfil one’s internation- 
alist duty in good faith. 

It is not the attitude worthy of a revolu- 
tionary to succumb to difficulties in the 
course of carrying out the revolution, give 
way to the tribulations he comes across or 
make no efforts to mobilize the people’s 
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strength and internal resources at home 
pinning hope on outside support and assis- 
tance alone. Such a spirit, such an attitude, 
can in no way lead the cause of revolution 
to consummation and much less can it con- 
tribute to developing the international rev- 
olutionary movement. 

Doing everything in its power in the rev- 
Olutionary spirit of self-reliance, our Party 
has not only reinforced the political, eco- 
nomic and military might of the country 
in every way to accelerate the Korean rev- 
olution successfully, but also has defended 
firmly peace in Asia and the eastern out- 
post of the socialist camp. It has discharg- 
ed and is discharging its internationalist 
duty to the international communist move- 
ment with a sense of responsibility. 


The building of an independent national 
economy means the establishment of Jooche 
and the embodiment of the revolutionary 
ney of self-reliance in economic construc- 
ion. 

To build an independent national econo- 
my means to lay firm economic founda- 
tions for running the country with the na- 
tion’s own strength under the revolution- 
ary banner of self-reliance. 

Referring to the main content of the in- 
dependent national economy and its char- 
ea features, Comrade Kim II Sung 
said: 

“To build an independent national eco- 
nomy means to develop economy in a di- 
versified way, equip it with up-to-date 
technique and create our own firm raw 
material bases, thus forming a comprehen- 
sive economic system in which all branches 
are interlinked organically with each other, 
with a view to producing and supplying 
basically at home heavy and light industri- 
al and agricultural products needed for the 
prosperity of the country and enhancement 
of the people’s living.” 

The precondition for building an inde- 
pendent national economy is, first and 
foremost, to free one’s country from poli- 
tical and economic dependence on imperi- 
alism and build up an advanced social 
system. 


And only through the building of an in- 
dependent national economy can the poli- 
tical independence be consolidated and sov- 
ereignty be realized in full in the interna- 
tional relations. 
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The solid foundation of an independent 
national economy is a sure guarantee of 
full political independence. 

Without economic independence, no coun- 
try can enjoy political independence. Nor 
can one run the country like a master. 

To erase the political independence of 
other countries and enslave them political- 
ly, the imperialists are’arresting and dis- 
rupting the independent development of 
national economies of other countries and 
reducing them to their economic appen- 
dage. 

Such is the relations between the states 
of the capitalist world that developed in- 
dustrial countries subjugate the backward 
agrarian countries economically and exploit 
and plunder them, and then dominate them 
politically. 

Today the U.S. imperialists, wearing the 
mask of “aid,” are pursuing a cunning and 
sinister policy of neo-colonialism to sub- 
jugate the colonial and dependent countries 
and the newborn independent countries to 
economic enslavement and political domina- 
tion. 

It, therefore, poses itself as a most im- 
portant task for the peoples of the colonial 
and dependent countries and the newborn 
independent states to put up a resolute 
struggle against imperialism and colonial- 
ism and build an independent national eco- 
nomy in order that they may consolidate 
their already-won independence and assure 
completely independent development. 

Mutual relations between the socialist 
countries are based on the principles of 
complete equality, respect for national in- 
dependence and sovereignty, and non-inter- 
ference in each other’s internal affairs, and 
on the principle of fraternal mutual assis- 
tance. 

All countries must be independent eco- 
nomically if the principles of complete equ- 
ality and respect for sovereignty are to be 
put into practice in the mutual relations 
between countries. 

The sovereignty of a country can be safe- 
guarded, an independent policy realized and 
the country’s defense potentials be enhanced 
on its own only by building a powerful in- 
dependent national economy. 

Independent national economic construc- 
tion is the only correct way to develop the 
country’s economy rapidly and accelerate 
socialist construction. 


To build socialism, a heavy industry with 
a machine-building industry as its back- 
bone should be constructed and socialist 
industrialization must be realized. Partic- 
ularly, for the former colonies and semi- 
colonies and backward agrarian countries, 
the key question is to build a modern indus- 
try and industrialise the country with a view 
to putting a speedy end to the centuries-old 
backwardness and catching up with the ad- 
vanced countries. 

To build socialism, it is imperative to real- 
ize the country’s industrialization, and at 
the same time develop, on this basis, light 
industry and agriculture, and increase the 
productive forces markedly by tapping the 
resources of the country to the maximum 
and making a rational use of them. 

For the successful fulfilment of this task, 
each country must develop its economy in a 
many-sided way; each country must grow 
into an independent economic unit which 
can be run by its own strength, with its 
own technique, natural resources and raw 
and other materials and by its own nation- 
al cadres. 

Even if we have rich, diverse natural 
resources, we cannot fully tap and utilize 
them, process the extracted raw materials 
into various finished goods, and make el- 
fective use of them, unless we are equipped 
with the production branches and technique 
capable of processing them for the prosper- 
ity and development of the country and the 
improvement of the people’s living. And we 
cannot steadily develop the economy on our 
own unless solid raw material bases are at 
our disposal. 

Only when the national economy devel- 
ops in a many-sided way turning out vari- 
ous products, a close link exists between 
its branches for the smooth process of 
production to form a comprehensive eco- 
nomic system, and the economy is enabled 
to walk steadily on its own legs as an in- 
dependent economic unit, can all natural 
resources of the country be mobilized to 
the full and utilized most rationally and 
comprehensively. 


Only when we have such an economy, 
can we coordinate on our own and flexibly 
the balance of the national economy pur- 
posely, develop the productive forces rapid- 
ly, steadily enhance the people’s living and 
Strengthen the political and economic might 
of the country all the more. Only by build- 


ing an independent national economy, 
can we swiftly develop our science and 
technology, steadily raise the cultural and 
technical levels of the working people, train 
them into men of all-round development, 
and advance to socialism and communism 
rapidly. 

Building an independent national econo- 
my is the sole correct way of rapidly devel- 
oping the country’s productive forces and 
accelerating socialist construction. 

Only by constructing an independent na- 
tional economy can each country strengthen 
the economic ties and co-operation with 
other countries, augment the might of the 
socialist camp and fortify the international 
communist movement. 

To build an independent national econo- 
my does not mean that a country should 
reject the international ties and co-opera- 
tion and produce everything it needs. 

Each country should produce basic goods 


or those in great demand and secure those 


goods in small demand or in short supply 
through international cooperation with other 
countries. At the same time, under the 
principle of meeting each other’s needs, 
each country should supply other countries 
with what they lack or urgently require. 

Only when each and every socialist coun- 
try further fortifies its.economic independ- 
ence, can all the socialist countries develop 
their economies, supplying each other’s 
needs, sharing with each other what they 
have for mutual advantages and helping 
each other on the principle of proletarian 
internationalism. A country with a_ back- 
ward and lopsided economy, no matter how 
ardently it desires to do so, cannot effective- 
ly take part in economic co-operation. 

The Marxist-Leninist Parties and com- 
munists should strive to actively support 
and strengthen the genuine internationalist 
co-operation in which each socialist coun- 
try contributes to the strengthening and 
development of the socialist camp, and the 
whole socialist camp joining efforts, helps 
the individual socialist countries build so- 
cialism and communism. 

Socialist international division of labour 
is by nature fundamentally different from 
capitalist international division of labour 
which aggravates the economic lopsided- 
ness of other countries’ production struc- 
ture or subordinates other countries’ eco- 
nomy. 
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That the countries which have taken the 
path of socialist construction establish an 
independent national economy, rapidly de- 
velop their politics, economy and culture, 
enjoy true sovereignty and equality, and 
build a happy life for themselves, is a clear 
demonstration of the superiority of the so- 
cialist system. All this constitutes a blow 
at the imperialists and imparts a great ins- 
piration to hundreds of millions of people 
fighting against the oppression and sub- 
jugation by imperialism and to the peoples 
of the countries in their struggle for the 
consolidation of national independence and 
independent development. 

The construction of an independent na- 
tional economy—this is not only a reason- 
able way of economic construction, but it is 
one’s stand on the revolution and the aitti- 
tude towards the revolution to build a so- 
cialist-communist society in a best and fast- 
est way by bringing all resources of the 
country and the might of the people into the 
fullest use. 

The modern revisionists are straining 
every nerve to oppose and hinder the line 
of self-reliance and independent national 
economic construction, branding independ- 
ent national economic construction as a 
“closed economy”, an “isolated economy,’ 
a “nationalistic tendency”, etc. They are 
denouncing it as being “politically danger- 
ous and economically harmful.” 

But the fact is that there is no such 
thing, nor can there be, as a “closed eco- 
nomy” and an “isolated economy” on earth 
today. 


Modern revisionists opposing the inde- 
pendent national economic construction are 
plotting to make the countries with a back- 
ward economy that have entered the ranks 
of the socialist countries remain as back- 
ward agrarian countries, to choke off the 
independent development of the economy of 
these countries, to control their economic 
growth and to make the economies of these 
countries deformed and dependent on those 
of other countries. 

Distorting the truth, those who oppose 
independent national economic construction 
are trying to paint a picture as if the in- 
dependent development of economy were in- 
compatible with the economic co-operation 
ae assistance between the socialist coun- 
ries. 

But, in reality, opposition to the build- 
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ing of an independent national economy is 
tantamount to weakening the genuinely in- 
ternationalist assistance and mutual coope- 
ration based on the principle of equality be- 
tween the socialist countries and hindering 
both the economic development of each 
country and the strengthening of the might 
of the socialist camp. 


li. INDEPENDENT NATIONAL 
ECONOMIC CONSTRUCTION IN OUR 
COUNTRY 


It was a particularly important and pres- 
sing question for our country to build an 
independent national economy. 

Our country inherited a backward, de- 
formed economy from old society and was 
removed far from the machine civilization. 
And the economic one-sidedness was ag- 
gravated further due to the territorial div- 
ision of the country caused by U.S. occupa- 
tion of South Korea after the country’s lib- 
eration. 

One half of our country was reduced to 
an American colony, and we were confron- 
ted with a situation under which we had 
to wage, standing face to face with the 
U.S. imperialists, a prolonged and ardu- 
ous struggle. 

Under the circumstances, we had to lay 
a firm economic foundation in the shortest 
possible time so as to put an end to the 
economic one-sidedness and backwardness 
inherited from old society and build an in- 
dependent country, prosperous, strong, and 
united. 


If a firm foundation of an independent 
national economy had not been built, it 
would have been impossible for us_ to 
strengthen the revolutionary democratic 
base in the northern part of the country and 
defend the revolutionary gains. Nor would 
it have been possible for us to prepare the 
firm wherewithal for the country’s unifica- 


tion on our own strength and the recon- 


struction and development of the devasta- 
ted South Korea’s economy in the future. 

In early 1947, Comrade Kim I] Sung said: 

“To build a democratic, independent 
country we must lay the foundation of an 
independent economy of our nation; to 
build the foundation of an independent eco- 
nomy we must develop the national economy 
speedily. Without the foundation of an in- 


dependent national economy, neither can 
we win national independence nor build up 
the country. Nor can we sustain ourselves.” 

Indeed, the construction of an independ- 
ent national economy represented a key 
sroblem on which hinged the victory of 
the Korean revolution. 


Proceeding from such objective demands, 
our Party put forward a firm line of inde- 
endent national economic construction, de- 
fined clearly its basic contents, and organ- 
ized and mobilized the entire people to 
build an independent national economy. 

Let alone the peaceful construction period 
before the war, even in the most trying 
period of the war which the American im- 
perialists unleashed, the Party not only 
organized and mobilized the entire popula- 
tion for victory in the war, but also made 
preparations for building an independent 
national economy. 

Independent national economic construc- 
tion in our country began to be pushed 
ahead with full force in the postwar period. 

It was possible for our country to build 
the firm foundation of an independent na- 
tional economy only thanks to the fact 
that our people under the wise guidance of 
the Party and Comrade Kim I] Sung blaz- 
ed a path, holding the destiny of the coun- 
try firmly in their hands and surpassing 
and overcoming all obstacles and trials in 
the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance. 


Historically our country was backward 
in economy and culture and was short of 
national cadres. Nor did it have any ex- 
perience in building an economy. Under the 
circumstances, it was by no means easy 
for the country to construct an independent 
national economy. 

Particularly, the war the U.S. imperial- 
ists had started in Korea devastated every- 
thing in Korea, and this posed numerous 
difficult economic questions in the course 
of building an independent national econo- 
my after the war. 


To make things worse, the U.S. imperial- 
ists still remaining in South Korea con- 
Stantly staged every sort of vicious schemes 
and provocations to frustrate socialist con- 
Struction in the North; the world reaction- 
aries and their hirelings, revisionists, lifted 
up their heads; and within the Party the 
anti-Party and anti-revolutionary sectari- 
dans concocted a plot. 


In such difficult period, our Party, at the 
initiative of Comrade Kim II Sung, set 
forth the basic line of the post-war econom- 
ic construction—a line of priority develop- 
ment of heavy industry with the simultane- 
ous growth of light industry and agricul- 
ture, and called the people to the struggle 
for its realization. 

Underlying the basic line of the post- 
war economic construction are the Party’s 
basic ideas for building an independent na- 
tional economy by giving priority to the 
growth of heavy industry and developing 
the national economy in a comprehensive 
Way. 

In order to cast aside the state of back- 
wardness even one day sooner, our Party 
and people implemented the Party’s basic 
line of economic construction and built up 
step by step the foundation for an inde- 
pendent national economy, repulsing all 
machinations of the enemies from within 
and out and overcoming all difficulties, 
tightening up their belts, and scraping 
every penny. 

Heavy industry is the basis of economic 
independence of a country and the founda- 
tion for the development of the national 
economy. Without heavy industry, no light 
industry and agriculture can be developed. 
INor can the national independence be en- 
sured. 

It is true that there was some heavy in- 
dustry in our country before liberation. But 
it was a colonial industry extremely de- 
formed, one-sided, and backward. It was 
what the Japanese imperialists had built 
to plunder the natural resources of our 
country and exploit our people. 

In the past our industry had only those 
branches that the Japanese imperialists 
needed for the production of raw materials 
and semi-finished goods. And there were 
hardly any processing industries to speak 
of, not excluding the machine-building in- 
dustry. 

In 1944, out of the gross value of indus- 
trial output the machine-building and metal- 
working industries shared only 1.6 per cent. 

Not only key branches were lacking in 
the heavy industry but also a severe un- 
balance was to be noted in its individual 
branches. The meagre metallurgical indus- 
try was producing only pig iron for the 
industries in Japan. 

Under the circumstances, our Party put 
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forward, above all, the task of clearing 
away the colonial onesidedness and techni- 
cal backwardness in economy to lay the 
foundation of an independent national eco- 
nomy and directed main forces on setting 
up heavy industry with a machine-build- 
ing as its core. 

In developing heavy industry our Party 
first developed such branches as machine- 
building, metallurgical, chemical, fuel and 
power, and building materials—branches 
directly concerned with the building of the 
foundation of an independent national eco- 
nomy and the improvement of the people’s 
living. At the same time, great efforts were 
concentrated on developing industry in a 
many-sided way, particularly on reorganiz- 
ing the deformed structure of industry that 
we took over from the Japanese imperial- 
ists and on establishing the structure of 
independent industry. 

Certain persons took issue with us when 
we undertook the building of an independ- 
ent industry. They said we had to consider 
the “gains,” “the tradition of production”, 
and “advantages of the natural economy.” 
They said that there was “no need for us to 
build a machine-building industry” and it 
was more “profitable” for us if we had 
taken steps to develop agriculture and min- 
ing. 

To build a powerful modern machine- 
building industry of a country’s own is to 
ensure decisively its independence in tech- 
nique and economy. It is also the basis 
and prerequisite to the comprehensive de- 
velopment of industry. 

Completely rejecting the arguments that 
we should develop a few limited depart- 
ments of production, our Party concentrat- 
ed all its efforts on building a powerful 
machine-building industry under the banner 
of self-reliance. We explored what we did 
not have and made what we were short of 
to adjust the industrial structure to meet 
our needs for the means of production and 
consumer goods and built an economic 
foundation on which we could make _ our 
country mighty and prosperous and improve 
our people’s life on our own. 

The creation and consolidation of one’s 
own solid raw materials bases constitutes 
an important factor in independent nation- 
al economic construction, particularty in the 
establishment of an independent industrial 
system. 
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Unless the country is in possession of 
solid raw materials bases of its own, no 
stability and independence can be found in 
its economy. 

Our country is favoured with very diverse 
and rich natural resources. But in the past 
our country, as it lagged behind others, was 
plundered of our resources by the foreign 
aggressors. The Japanese imperialists pro- 
duced only raw materials and semi-finished 
goods with the object of plundering our 
natural resources to use them for the devel- 
opment of their industry in Japan. Conse- 
quently, no raw materials bases and fuel- 
power bases needed for the independent 
development of our industry were available. 


Our Party set forth the important task 
of creating our own firm raw _ materials 
bases by fully tapping and comprehensively 
utilizing the rich and _ diverse natural 
resources of our country and by developing 
science and technique in such a way to 
meet the needs of the development of our 
economy. And the Party has energetically 
pushed ahead with this task. 


Our Party concentrated efforts on mining 
industry to actively develop and use _ the 
resources of the country. On _ this _ basis, 
great efforts were directed to the develop- 
ment of metal, power, chemical and build- 
ing-materials industries for creating our 


own solid raw materials and _ fuel-power 
bases. At the same time, our Party, in 
order to solve the question of industrial 


raw materials such as coking coal and fibre 
which we either lacked or were short of, 
adopted measures for increasing the produc- 
tion of natural raw materials and processed 
raw materials and reorganizing the technic- 
al processes suitable for the use of home 
raw materials. 


In laying the foundation of the indepen- 
dent national economy, our Party adhering 
consistently to the priority development of 
heavy industry directed much attention to 
building a firm light industry based on the 
powerful heavy industry. 


Our light industry and agriculture were 
originally very backward, and even these 
were severely devastated in the war, and 
the people’s life was deteriorated. Under the 
circumstances we developed light industry 
and agriculture simultaneously, while giv- 
ing priority to the development of heavy 
industry. 


In developing light industry, too, our 
Party directed attention, first of all, to such 


key branches as textile, food and daily 
necessaries industries. 
In general light industry processes 


various sorts of raw materials produced in 
various districts of the country and satisfies 
the diversified needs of the working people 
in every corner of the country. 

Hence, our Party at the initiative of 
Comrade Kim I! Sung concentrated great 
efforts on the development of modern cen- 
tral light industry which constitutes the 
backbone of the production of consumer 
goods, and at the same time built 1,000 
medium- and small-scale local industry 
factories in only a few months by enlisting 
idle materials and labour of the localities 
through a nation-wide campaign. Then the 
Party took measures for developing these 
factories side by side with the central light 
industry. 

This marked a great turning-point in the 
development of our light industry. 

The solution of the agricultural problem 
occupied important place and, particularly, 
the attainment of self-sufficiency in food 
was of great significance in the building of 
an independent national economy in our 
country. 

Under the condition of our country being 
separated from the agrarian South Korea 
due to the division of the country, it was 
raised as a particularly acute question for 
our country to have an agriculture capable 
of making it self-sufficient in food grain 
and ensuring principal agricultural raw 
materials satisfactorily. 

Therefore, in building the foundation of 
an independent national economy the Party 
has paid constantly profound attention to 
the solution of the agricultural question and 
concentrated great efforts on converting 
the countryside into a solid base for pro- 
visions and raw materials. 

Our Party applied creatively to the con- 
ditions of our country the Marxist-Leninist 
principles on agricultural co-operation, and 
carried out socialist transformation of the 
rural economy before the technical recons- 
truction. After the completion of the co- 
Operativization the Party set forth as the 
basic tasks the ideological revolution, tech- 
nical revolution and cultural revolution in 
the countryside and vigorously pushed for- 
ward-with them. 


From the moment when the agricultural 
co-operation started, the Party posed _ the 
ideological revolution as an important task 
and began the technical revolution while 
carrying on the co-operativization. It also 
put forth irrigation, mechanization, electri- 
fication and application of chemicals to 
agriculture as the basic tasks in the technic- 
al revolution in the countryside and pushed 
ahead with them energetically. And it carri- 
ed through thoroughly its basic line of putt- 
ing emphasis on the production of grain and 
ensuring the simultaneous development of 
other branches of agriculture. 


Following the realization of the socialist 
agricultural co-operation, our Party, con- 
sistently holding to the stand that the Party 
and the state are the masters of the coun- 
tryside, have assumed full responsibility 
for agriculture and the peasants’ life, given 
correct guidance and powerful assistance 
to them, and ensured the speedy develop- 
ment of agriculture by strengthening in 
every way assistance to the countryside as 
our industry grew. 

The problem of national technical cadres 
was important in building an independent 
national economy in our country. 


Under the condition in which we had _ to 
begin the construction of independent 
national economy without the ranks of our 
own national technical cadres as a result 
of the colonial predatory policy of Japanese 
imperialism, the problem of technical per- 
sonnel was an acute one for the rapid 
development of the economy and successful 
acceleration of the technical revolution. 

Therefore, our Party devoted much efforts 
to the training of national technical cadres 
while creating the material foundation for 
the construction of an independent nation- 
al economy. 


In training technical personnel, our Party 
gave guidance so that new technical cadres 
of worker and peasant origin were reared 
extensively and old technical personnel 


were embraced, educated, and remoulded as 


men serving the new society. 


The Party established the most advanced 
education system to meet the demands of 
socialist construction, increased in a_ big 
way the number of secondary and higher 
technical schools and colleges. Particularly, 
it set up factory colleges and communist 
institutes and expanded the networks of 
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evening schools and correspondence  cour- 
ses, thereby converting the place of work 
into a centre of cadre training. 

The Party invariably kept the training of 
technical personnel ahead of economic con- 
struction in every stage and, at the same 
time, expanded speedily in a short space of 
time the ranks of our technical and econo- 
mic management workers in the course of 
building and running the modern factories. 

The line of our Party of building an in- 
dependent national economy has been im- 
plemented thanks to the arduous, heroic 
struggle of the Party and the people. 

A correct solution of the problem of 
accumulation and consumption was of deci- 
Sive importance in building an independent 
national economy in our country. A huge 
accumulation was needed for the speedy 
reconstruction of the ruined national eco- 
nomy and building the foundation of an 
independent national economy; the steady 
increase of consumption was required for 
the early stabilization and improvement of 
the deteriorated people’s living. Our Party 
had to solve these two difficult tasks simul- 
ee Neither of them could be deferr- 
ed. 

The Party has consistently held to the 
principle of speedily increasing accumula- 
tion for strengthening the foundation of an 
independent national economy and ensuring 
future improvement of people’s livelihood, 
and, at the same time, increasing consump- 
tion for meeting the immediate demands of 
the people’s life. It has thus ensured correct 
balance between accumulation and _ con- 
sumption and solved with credit these two 
difficult problems simultaneously. 

Our Party correctly established the stages 
of rehabilitation and construction of the 
national economy; rationally combined re- 
habilitation, reconstruction and construc- 
tion, promptly grasped the main link in each 
period and at each stage and concentrated 
efforts on it, accurately defined the direc- 
tion of capital construction, made the most 
effective use of funds by deciding the order 
of building production establishments, and 
ensured high rate increase of production 
by mobilizing to the greatest possible 
extent the reserves and potentialities at 
home. 

Revolutionary zeal and creativeness of 
the working people are the decisive factor in 
expanding production speedily, 
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Our Party, not vacillating in the least in 
face of any adversity and difficulty, boldly 
and actively presented problems and solved 
them with a revolutionary sweep counting 
on its own strength, the mighty strength of 
our people. It has proficiently solved diffi- 
cult problems, firmly relying on the high 
degree of revolutionary enthusiasm, inex- 
haustible wisdom and creative power of our 
people. 

The revolutionary mass line which our 
Party has always adhered to and brought 
one victory after another through its execu- 
tion, is unthinkable apart from the revolu- 
tionary spirit of establishing Jooche and of 
self-reliance. 

In the path of our people’s march forward 
there have been numerous obstacles and 
trials, but they fought heroically always 
placing confidence in the Party and rallied 
rock-firm around its leadership. 

In the early phase of the Five-Year Econo- 
mic Plan (1957-1961) when our people were 
faced with manifold difficulties, our Party 
organised and unfolded a nation-wide drive 
to tap the country’s potentialities to the 
maximum in the revolutionary spirit of 
self-reliance. 

On the basis of the decisive victory in 
the socialist revolution and the building of 
an independent national economy, and 
thanks to the wise leadership of the Party 
combined with the unusual revolutionary 
enthusiasm of our people, the Chullima 
movement came into being in our country 
bringing about a great upsurge in socialist 
construction. In this great march forward 
the task of building an independent nation- 
al economy made headway at an unprecent- 
ed speed. 

In economic construction our Party 
always gave precedence to the _ political 
work regarding the work with men as the 
first step in all undertakings, and constant- 
ly improved and strengthened it. It has 
been the Party’s constant stand to arouse 
the self-conscious zeal and devotion of the 
working people in their work by intensify- 
ing communist education and education in 
the revolutionary traditions and, at the 
same time, to stimulate their material in- 
centive through the thorough-going imple- 
mentation of the socialist principles of dis- 
tribution. 

Moreover, the Party waged 
struggle against passivity, 


a vigorous 
conservatism 


and the mystery about technology which 
were detrimental to the enhancement of the 
revolutionary zeal and creative activeness 
of the working people; the Party not only 
made the popular masses keep their heigh- 
tened revolutionary zeal, but also led it to 
a higher stage, by combining their labour 
enthusiasm with science and_ technique 
organically. 

The successful progress of independent 
national economic construction has further 
heightened the confidence, pride and re- 
volutionary zeal of our people to work 
wonders, and the flames of innovation flared 
up everywhere. Thanks to the sagacious 
leadership of the Party and Comrade Kim 
Il Sung and to our people’s heroic struggle, 
the foundation of an independent national 
economy was laid in the main already in 
the postwar Three-Year Plan period (1954- 
1956). 

During the Five-Year Plan, the task of 
laying the foundations for socialist indus- 
trialisation was successfully carried out, 
with the result that bases of heavy and 
light industries were established, equipped 
on up-to-date lines and based on _ the 
domestic natural resources, while a rapidly 
advancing socialist agriculture was creat- 
ed. Thus the solid foundation of an_ inde- 
pendent national economy has been estab- 
lished and our country which remained 
backward for centuries has turned into a 
powerful socialist industrial-agricultural 
state with the firm foundation of an inde- 
pendent national economy. 

On this basis our country embarked on 
the carrying out of the Seven-Year Plan 
(1961-1967) which marked the stage of 
full-scale socialist construction, and during 
the first three years of the plan the tasks 
of the technical and cultural revolutions 
were successfully carried on, resulting in 
the further consolidation of the foundation 
of the independent national economy. 


II. CORRECTNESS AND GREAT 
VITALITY OF THE LINE OF 
INDEPENDENT NATIONAL 
ECONOMIC CONSTRUCTION 


The correctness of the Party’s line of 
building an independent national economy 
was clearly manifested in the course of so- 
Cialist construction of the country and 


number of big 


great vitality is being demonstrated more 
and more with each passing day. 


The creation of the foundation of an in- 
dependent national economy made it pos- 
sible to tap the resources of the country to 
the maximum, put them to the best use and 
successfully push ahead with the technical 
transformation. This in turn enabled us to 
achieve a high speed of economic construc- 
tion. 

Our industry made the high annual 
growth of 34.8 per cent on an average in 
the post-war period (1954-1963). Thus in 
1963 it turned out in only 28 days as much 
products as were produced in the course of 
one year under Japanese imperialist rule. 

Between 1946 and 1963 steel output in- 
creased 203 times; electricity 2.9 times; 
coal 11 times; output of chemical industry 
26 times. 

The country’s economic structure under- 
went fundamental changes. The branches 
producing means of production including 
the machine-building industry made a rapid 
development and a rational balance has 
been achieved between the different bran- 
ches. The proportion of industry in total 
industrial and agricultural output value in 
1960 was 71 per cent, whereas it was 28 
per cent in 1946. 


The machine-building and metal-working 
industries which are of particular import- 
ance in building an independent national 
economy grew 22 times between 1954 and 
1961 and their output value grew 145 times 
as against 1946. Today our machine-build- 
ing industry produces in large quantities 
heavy machine-tools, tractors, excavators, 


trolley buses, motor cars and other modern 


machinery and equipment. Over 93.8 per 
cent of machinery and equipment needed 
are supplied by home industries. 

Along with this, light industry, too, is 
making rapid progress. 

In our country today there are a 
light industrial 
equipped on up-to-date lines, and more 
than ten local industrial factories exist 
in each city and county on an = average, 
producing a great variety of consumer 
goods. 

Our textile industry grew 31 times bet- 
ween 1948 and 1962 and in the same period 
the foodstuff and luxury goods industries 
grew 12 times and the industries producing 
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large 
factories 


goods for cultural use and daily necessaries 
grew 62 times. 

Thus we are meeting the people’s needs 
with home-made goods. All the shops of 
our country are well stocked with goods of 
our own make. 

Today great changes are taking place in 
the rural economy, too. 

Our rural economy has developed into a 
many-sided economy not only producing 
food but also producing raw materials to 
feed industry. 

With the ramified irrigation systems and 
the modern technique and advanced farming 
methods widely introduced in our co-opera- 
tive villages, the material and_ technical 
foundation of our rural economy has been 
rapidly consolidated. 

Now 18,000 tractors (in terms of 15h.p.), 
0.9 tractors per 100 jungbo of land, are 
working in the fields, and many more 
modern farm machines are being introduc- 
ed in our rural economy. 

In 1963 alone our countryside was suppli- 
ed with more than 4,000 tractors and lor- 
ries, 1,600 sowing machines, over 2,000 
thrashing machines, and many other farm 
machines. 

Electrification of the countryside was 
stepped up, supplying in 1963 _ electricity 
to 93.3 per cent of the entire ri (villages) 
and 71 per cent of the entire farm house- 
holds. 

Our peasants, now free from exploitation 
and oppression, are gradually emancipated 
from hard labour. 

In 1962 the grain yield was 1.9 times 
that in 1948, and it was accompanied by a 
rapid increase in industrial crops, vegetab- 
les, and animal products. 

Compared with the preceding year, in 
1963 480,000 tons more rice were harvested 
despite the severe damage by floods, this 
leading to full self-sufficiency in food. 

With the firm foundation of an indepen- 
dent national economy laid, science and 
culture have come into brilliant efflorescence 
and the people’s livelihood is improving 
rapidly. | . 

The problem of meeting the requirements 
of the people for food, clothing and hous- 
ing has already been solved in the main 
and a solid foundation has been laid for 
further enhancement of the people’s living 
standards. 

Our foreign trade, on the basis of the 
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firm foundation of the independent national 
economy, is rapidly developing. 

Between 1954 and 1960 our foreign trade 
grew 4.4 times, exports 4.9 times. 

As the many-sided, independent national 
economy develops, improvement has _ been 
made in the structure of our foreign trade; 
various finished goods has gained an in- 
creasing proportion in the list of exports 
and the variety of goods enlarged. 


After the armistice the share of mineral 
ores in our country’s exports was conside- 
rably high, but in recent years it has dropp- 
ed sharply. In contrast, the proportion of 
machinery, equipment, foodstuffs and luxury 
goods, chemical products, electrical appli- 
ances, and other finished goods has sharply 
increased. The export of ferrous and non- 
ferrous metals, too, has rapidly increased. 


The number of the country’s technical 
cadres has rapidly grown to exceed 223,000, 
and in 1963 alone more than 40,000 technic- 
ians and specialists were trained. 


We are now creditably building and 
running giant power stations, chemical 
factories, metallurgical plants and _ other 
modern factories and enterprises with our 
own fuel, power, materials, machines and 
equipment and on the strength of our tech- 
nical personnel. And the technical revolu- 
tion in all fields of the national economy 
is being pushed ahead chiefly with our own 
heavy industry. 

Now that we have laid the foundation of 
an independent national economy we are 
in a position to solve in time urgent prob- 
lems arising in connection with the nation- 
al economic development and make things 
we need in time. 


If we considered only “gains” or the 
“level of production costs” in a close.range, 
or hung on the “tradition of production” 
without developing our own machine-build- 
ing industry in time, without developing our 
own industry in a diversified way, our coun- 
try would have still remained a backward 
agricultural country. Nor could we have 
achieved the successes that we have scored 
in irrigation, mechanization, electrification 
and chemicalisation of agriculture and the 


textile industry. Nor could we have ensured 


the speedy and proportionate development 
of the national economy. 

The successful independent national eco- 
nomic construction in the northern part of 


the Republic is exerting a deep-going, revo- 
lutionary influence on the South Korean 
eople; it has opened up a favourable phase 
in the struggle of our people for the peaceful 
unification of the country. The building of 
the solid foundation of the independent na- 
tional economy and the happy life of the 
people in the northern part help make the 
South Korean people see clearly which road 
the Korean people should follow and which 
social system is really capable of ensuring 
our nation its independent development and 
our people freedom and happiness, calling 
them with greater force to an _  anti-U.S., 
national salvation struggle. 


In laying the solid foundation of an in- 
dependent national economy, we have come 
to possess a powerful means for driving 
out the U.S. imperialist aggressors from 
South Korea, achieving the independent 
peaceful unification of the country, and 
relieving the South Korean people from 
hunger and poverty after the unification. 

Today the U.S. imperialist colonial rule 
in South Korea is going through a serious 
crisis. 

Through their “aid” the U.S. imperialists 
have gained control over the whole econo- 
mic life of South Korea, turning the South 
Korean economy into a military appendix 
to the United States. 

Faced with extreme political chaos and 
economic dislocation, South Korea is now 
undergoing an unprecedented hard life and 
social disintegration. 


The insignificant South Korean industry 
which has barely survived complete ruin 
is a onesided colonial industry entirely de- 
pendent on the U.S. Many of its medium- 
and small-scale enterprises have been clos- 
ed down in succession and over 80 per cent 
of those in existence are at a standstill or 
on a reduced schedule. 


With its agriculture destroyed to the 
extreme degree, South Korea, a granary 
in the past, has now turned into a land of 
chronic famine to import more than 
7,000,000-10,000,000 suk of U.S. surplus 
farm produce annually. 

In addition to over 6,000,000 unemploy- 
ed, or 60 per cent of the able-bodied men, 
more than 1,000,000 foodless peasant house- 
holds are on the verge of starvation in 
South Korea today. 


The U.S. imperialists are desperately 


following the policy of provoking a new war 
in South Korea, while instigating the 
puppet Pak Jung Hi clique to bring into 
South Korea the Japanese militarists. 

The Japanese militarists were bent on 
realizing the reinvasion of South Korea. 
Now under instructions of the U.S. imperial- 
ists, they are working more actively behind 
the “South Korea-Japan talks” to pave a 
way to South Korea for the Japanese mo- 
nopoly zaibatsu. 

The present situation in South Korea 
clearly reveals the tragical outcome of the 
ageressive U.S. colonial policy and _ its 
“aid”, and at the same time furnishes 
graphical proof that the dependence on out- 
side forces, the dependence on “aid”, are 
the road to subjugation and ruin. 

Today voices are heard ever louder among 
the South Korean people against outside 
forces and in demand of independence, 
self-reliance and North-South intercourse, 
and the anti-American, national salvation 
struggle of the South Korean people is 
gaining momentum as days go by. 

The Korean people will surely drive out 
the U.S. imperialist aggressors from their 
territory and achieve the peaceful unifica- 
tion with their own strength. 

Our Party and the people under a long- 
range plan of the country have surmounted 
all trials and tribulations in the revolution- 
ary spirit of self-reliance to build a solid 
foundation of an independent national 
economy and consolidated our revolution- 
ary base as firm as rock. 

The foundation of the independent nation- 
al economy we have laid has come to dis- 
play its might to the full, and we have 
entered a new, higher stage. Now we can 
advance all matters independently, more 
boldly and more positively and make 
everything we need on the basis of _ this 
mighty wherewithal. 

Our Party and the people through their 
practice have demonstrated to those who 
slander the socialist system and indepen- 
dent national economic construction the 
superiority of the socialist system and the 
ereat vitality of the independent national 
economy.

The worker-peasant alliance 
also constitutes the basic guarantee of suc- 
cess in the building of socialism and com- 
munism. 


That the working class wins over the pea- 
santry as its ally and strengthens the work- 
er-peasant alliance means that it leads and 
actively enlists the peasantry in the struggle 
for overthrowing the old society and building 
a socialist-communist society knowing no 
exploitation and oppression, and that it leads 
the peasantry to carry forward the revolution 
to the last, fully meeting the latter’s revolu- 
tionary demands. 

The weighty significance of the agrarian 
question under socialism is also associated 
with the position and role assumed by agri- 
culture in the national economy. 

Agriculture, like industry, is one of the 
two major branches of the national economy. 
It provides food to the population and feeds 
light industry with raw materials. Therefore, 
without developing industry rapidly and 
making agriculture advance in step with 
industry, it would be impossible to rapidly 
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develop the national economy as a whole 
and consolidate the material and technical 
foundations of socialism and communism. 

To develop agriculture smoothly is a dif- 
ficult task involving many complicated pro- 
blems. 

This comes from the natural climatic con- 
ditions influencing agriculture, its dispersed 
character and _ technical backwardness, a 
legacy of the old society. 

And the guidance of agriculture necessi- 
tates the correct handling of social and 
class factors, because the question on agri- 
culture is linked with the question on the 
peasants and the question on the worker- 
peasant alliance. 

All these facts make it necessary for each 


country to solve the agrarian question cor- 


rectly according to its natural conditions, 
class relations, the revolutionary aspiration 
of the peasants, and the level of technique 
and culture in the countryside. 


Without correctly solving the socialist 
agrarian question, it would be impossible 
to carry out successfully the work of deve- 
loping agriculture and the national economy 
in an all-round way and gradually eliminat- 
ing the distinctions between town and coun- 
ry. 

As seen above, the peasant and agrarian 
questions are of tremendous significance as 
the general strategic problems in relation 
with the historic cause of the working class. 


That is why the founders of Marxism- 
Leninism directed profound attention fo the 
handling of the peasant and agrarian ques- 
tions and particularly Lenin worked out a 
clear-cut solution to the peasant question 
in the stage of the socialist revolution. 


Lenin pointed out that the only road 
leading the peasantry to socialism was the 
toad of co-operation. 

The Leninist road of co-operation meant a 
revolutionary turn in the solution of the pea- 
sant and agrarian questions and created 
a basic precondition for the final solution 
of the agrarian question. 

The completion of the agricultural co-ope- 
ration, however, does not mean the final 
solution of the agrarian question. A great 
number of difficult and complicated tasks 
must be solved before we eliminate the dis- 
tinctions between town and country, between 
industrial labour and agricultural labour, 
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and between the working class and the pea- 
santry. 

This is one of the most fundamental pro- 
blems in building socialism and making pre- 
parations for transition to communism. 

After the triumph of the socialist revolu- 
tion the peasant and agrarian questions are 
presented in a fundamental different light 
from the preceding periods. 


Comrade Kim I] Sung in firm reliance on 
the Marxist-Leninist principle on the peasant 
question and on the basis of profound study 
and scientific analysis of the realities, out- 
lined the fundamental principles and con- 
crete ways for the solution of the agrarian 
question under socialism. 

For a successful solution of the peasant 
and agrarian questions under socialism: 

“First, the technical, cultural and ideo- 
logical revolutions should be thoroughly 
carried out in the rural districts; 

“Second, working-class leadership of the 

peasantry, assistance of industry to agri- 
culture and support of towns to the coun- 
tryside should be strengthened in every 
way; 
“Third, guidance and management of the 
rural economy should steadily be brought 
closer to the advanced level of industrial 
enterprise management, links between own- 
ership by the whole people and co-operati- 
ve ownership be strengthened, and co-oper- 
ative ownership be steadily brought closer 
to ownership by the whole people.” (Theses) 

These three basic principles for the solu- 
tion of the socialist agrarian question reflect 
the stand of the working class assuming the 
responsibility for the peasantry, the Marxist- 
Leninist exposition of revolution to be car- 
ried on continuously for the solution of the 
agrarian question under socialism, and the 
scientific programme for bringing the coun- 
tryside closer to the level of the town and 
to advanced industry in all spheres of tech- 
nology, culture, ideology, ownership, and 
management. 

This is a living example of creatively ap- 
plying Marxism-Leninism to the actual con- 
ditions of our country and its development 
and enrichment. 


(2) 
The historic task facing the Marxist- 


Leninist Parties in the solution of the pea- 
sant and agrarian questions after the triumph 
of the socialist revolution is to consolidate 
and develop the socialist system of agricul- 
ture, to develop the agricultural productivity 
to a high level, make the livelihood of the 
peasants bountiful as a whole, eliminate 
the backwardness of the countryside left 
over by the exploiter society, and to gra- 
dually eliminate the distinctions between 
town and country. 

As the theses state, the distinctions be- 
tween town and country and the class dis- 
tinctions between the working class and the 
peasantry still remain after the completion 
of socialist transformation. This is attri- 
butable to the technical, cultural and ideo- 
logical backwardness left over by the capi- 
talist society, and just herein lie the objec- 
tive necessity of continuing the revolution 
even after the triumph of the socialist sys- 
tem and the socio-historic cause to solve the 
agrarian question under socialism. It follows 
that if we do not liquidate the legacy of the 
old society completely by continuing the 
revolution in the countryside after the com- 
pletion of the agricultural co-operation, we 
cannot solve the agrarian question finally 
and build with credit socialism and commun- 
ism. 

Our Party has firmly adhered to the prin- 
ciple of carrying through to the end the 
revolution in the countryside in order to 
solve the historic task of consolidating and 
developing the socialist system of agricul- 
ture established simultaneously with the 
completion of socialist transformation, and 
gradually eliminating the distinctions — be- 
tween town and country. 

“The technical, cultural and ideological 
revolutions are the central revolutionary 
tasks that must be fulfilled in the rural 
districts following the completion of social- 
ist co-operation.” (Theses) 

To consolidate and develop the socialist 
system of agriculture and eliminate the dis- 
tinctions between town and country and the 
class distinctions between the working 
class and the peasantry, the backwardness 
of the countryside in the technical, cultural 
and ideological domains, a legacy of the 
old society, must be eliminated by continu- 
ing the revolution in the countryside. 

In carrying out the tasks of the technical, 
cultural and ideological revolutions in the 


countryside, their mutual relations must be 
established correctly, it being an important 
problem bearing upon their successful ac- 
complishment. 

Our Party has adhered to the policy of 
carrying on the tasks of three revolutions 
as a uniform process while vigorously push- 
ing ahead with the technical and cultural 
revolutions with precedence given to ideo- 
logical revolution. 

The ideological revolution is a most im- 
portant revolutionary task, to which our 


Party has always attached priority signifi- 


cance. 

_ When agricultural co-operation was near- 
ing completion in our country, Comrade 
Kim Il Sung said: 

_“We cannot say that the socialist revolu- 
tion has been accomplished only with the 
transformation of the form of economy. To 
complete the socialist revolution we must 
Strengthen the socialist education in the 
countryside so as to remould the conscious- 
ness of the people.” 

It is a question of the most complex, ar- 
duous and protracted nature to remould the 
ideology of the peasants into the communist 
one, who were small-holders for thousands 
of years. Yet, without solving this question, 
it is impossible to defend and consolidate 
the socialist system of agriculture, bring its 
superiority to full play, and to achieve the 
gradual transition to communism. 

The fact that man’s consciousness is gov- 
erned by material conditions does not 
deny the prime significance of the ideolo- 
gical revolution. Revolutionary change al- 
ways originates in the ideological prepar- 
edness of those who are keen to the urgent 
demands of revolution and are fired with 
revolutionary enthusiasm. 

The necessity of giving precedence to the 
ideological revolution is related, first of all, 
to the fact that even under socialism a 
hangover from the old society is still to be 
observed and the class struggle continues. 

The imperialists and the rump of the over- 
thrown exploiter class are viciously scheming 
to destroy the socialist system of agriculture 
by employing every means and way. And 
outdated ideologies still persisting in the 
minds of the peasants hamper our forward 
movement. Under these circumstances it is 
impossible to safeguard and fortify the so- 
cialist system without enhancing the class 
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awakening of the peasants and without 
strengthening ideological struggles among 
them. 

The significance of giving precedence to 
the ideological revolution also proceeds from 
the requirement of the very nature of the 
socialist system. 


As Lenin pointed out, socialism is built 
by the voluntary enthusiasm and inexhausti- 
ble creativeness of millions of the masses. 
Herein lies the factor of faster development 
of socialism and its uncomparable superiority 
Over capitalism. 


And residue of the outmoded ideologies 
of the peasants does not disappear automati- 
cally and their ideology and consciousness 
are not remoulded of itself with the establish- 
ment of the socialist system and improve- 
ment in the living conditions of the working 
people. Outmoded ideologies may _ revive 
and even grow when the ideological work 
is slackened. The ideology of the peasants 
can be remoulded completely only through 
tireless education and persistent ideological 
struggle, and only by constantly raising the 
ideological level of the peasants is it possible 
to bring to full play the superiority of the 
socialist system of agriculture based on their 


eet a! co-operation and _ self-conscious 
zeal. 


Since the outset of agricultural co-opera- 
tion, our Party has energetically carried on 
communist education among the peasants 
with class education as its main content, 
and strengthened steadfastly the ideological 
struggle for eliminating egoism and petty- 
proprietor spirit persisting in the minds of 
the peasants. 


As a result, the class awareness of the pea- 
sants has been enhanced remarkably to 
hate the class enemy and fo defend the 
revolutionary gains to the last, and their 
revolutionary enthusiasm further augmented 
to implement the Party policies with their 
all energies and abilities under any circum- 
stances. The beautiful communist moral 
traits of helping and pulling each other 
along, and of devotedly working for the 
common interests, are manifested more and 
more saliently among them. Herein lies a 
firm guarantee of all our victories and 
achievements in the countryside. 

Thus the ideological revolution is becom- 
ing an important factor powerfully accele- 
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rating the progress of our socialist country- 
side. Only by giving precedence decidedly to 
the ideological revolution can we successful- 
ly carry out the technical and cultural revo- 
lutions, and the successful implementation 
of the technical and cultural revolutions crea- 
tes an important precondition for remould- 
ing the ideologies and consciousness of the 
peasants. 


“The technical revolution in the rural 
areas is an important revolutionary task; 
it aims at developing the agricultural pro- 
ductive forces to a high level by equipping 
agriculture with modern machinery and 
technique and by extensively introducing 
the achievements of agricultural science. It 
also aims at making the life of the peas- 
ants abundant and freeing them from ardu- 
ous labour.” (Theses) 


While completing the transformation of the 
form of economy in a brief space of time, 
our Party has pushed ahead with the rural 
technical revolution in real earnest. 

Our Party laid down irrigation, mechani- 
sation, electrification and chemicalisation as 
the four fundamental components of the tech- 
nical revolution in the countryside, and ener- 
getically carried on, first of all, the nature- 
remaking work for irrigation. 


In general, the creation of the firm ma- 
terial and technical foundations for the so- 
cialist countryside calls for irrigation, me- 
chanisation, electrification and chemicalisa- 
tion. The introduction of irrigation can ens 
sure steady development of agriculture and 
bumper harvest unaffected by natural clima- 
tic changes. Particularly, in view of the fact 
that our country mainly cultivates rice and 
suffers frequent droughts and floods, our 
Party set irrigation as the primary task 
and carried on the nature-remaking work in 
a nation-wide movement throughout the 
country. As a result, the work was complet- 
ed in the main in a short span of time, 
thereby satisfying the centuries-old demand 
of the peasants for water. 

With the irrigation completed in the main, 
our Party has placed on the order of the 
day such worthwhile task as raising work 
efficiency in agriculture and freeing the 
peasants from arduous work by putting 
spurs decidedly to rural mechanisation which 
has so far been pushed ahead with. 


In order to rapidly realise rural mechani- 


sation and raise its effectiveness our Party 
boldly organized the production of tractors 
on the principle of self-reliance and accelerat- 
ed the work of extensively devising and 
producing new-type farm machines suitable 
to the specific conditions of our agriculture 
so as to actively push ahead with modern 
mechanisation, while encouraging the em- 
ployment of animal-drawn machines on a 
big scale. In the beginning, our Party set 
forth the line of concentrating up-to-date 
farm machines mainly in the major agricul- 
tural districts and, then, went over to accele- 
rating all-round mechanisation in all the dis- 
tricts with the growth of production of farm 
machines. As a result, today 18,000 tractors 
(in terms of 15 h.p.), 0.9 tractor per 100 
jungbo of land, and many other kinds of 
farm machines are working in the fields of 
our country. The Party plans to bring the 
number of tractors to 70,000-80,000, that of 
lorries to 30,000-35,000, and decisively in- 
crease various other kinds of farm machines 
in the future. To this end, it has outlined 
the historic task of realizing the comprehen- 
sive rural mechanization step by step in all 
districts. . 

Rural electrification is indispensable pre- 
condition for ensuring irrigation and mecha- 
nisation, enhancing work efficiency, lighten- 
ing the agricultural labour and, at the same 
time, building a cultured countryside and 
ensuring a cultural life to the peasants. 

Thanks to the correct line of our Party of 
building medium and small power sta- 
tions along with the large-scale ones, now 
electricity has reached 93.3 per cent of the 
entire rural ri and 71 per cent of the entire 
arm houses, and it is envisaged that electri- 
city will find its way to the entire rural 
rt and entire farm houses in the coming 
two to three years. 

The application of chemicals to agriculture 
is one of the important problems in the de- 
velopment of modern agricultural technique 
and is of greater significance in a country 
like ours, where agriculture is highly inten- 
Sified. 

In our country consistent efforts have been 
directed to the chemicalisation of agricul- 
ture with considerable attention given to the 
production of chemical fertilizer and agricul- 
tural medicines from the outset. The amount 
of chemical fertilizer applied per iungbo 
teached 300 kg already last year and will 


reach 500 kg within a few years and, later 
on, more than one ton. Possibilities have 
been created for freeing the peasants from 
the most hard and labour-consuming work 
such as weeding, now that weed-killers be- 
gan to be applied on a full scale. 

That our Party actively developed inten- 
sive farming in parallel with the vigorous 
pushing forward of irrigation, mechanisa- 
tion, electrification and chemicalisation for 
technical transformation of agriculture cons- 
titutes the most important component of the 
Party policies for the development of agri- 
culture. 

Intensification of agriculture—this is an 
invariable agricultural policy of our Party 
and the key to good harvest. 

The founders of Marxism-Leninism have 
pointed to the unlimited potentialities of soil 
and the great superiority of intensive farm- 
ing and taught us to bring them into full 
play on the basis of the progress of new 
techniques. 

Our Party, firmly adhering to the princi- 
ple of developing intensive agriculture on 
the basis of modern science and techniques, 
has correctly combined with it the policy 
of expanding cultivated areas. Otherwise, 
agriculture would increasingly suffer the im- 
pact of natural conditions and the gap be- 
tween industry and agriculture be further 
broadened. 

Constant development of the socialist 
countryside demands that, alongside the 
technical revolution, cultural revolution be 
a on the order of the day as an urgent 
task. 

In our country compulsory secondary 
education has been enforced since 1958, with 
the excellent result that the younger gene- 
ration in the countryside too are all receiv- 
ing secondary education. Now preparations 
are in successful progress for the universal 
compulsory technical education. 

The state has also trained an army of spe- 
cialists and agro-technicians for the country- 
side at higher technical schools and colleges. 
And there is an extensive network of adult 
schools and technical study courses where 
co-op farmers acquire junior middle school 
instruction or above and more than one 
technique. 

In the countryside medical and sanitary 
work has made rapid progress, a mass drive 
is on for more cultured life, and mass sports, 
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literary and art activities are vigorously 
encouraged. 

Thus our countryside doing away with sur- 
vivals of the backward and unenlightened 
old society, is rapidly being converted into 
a modern countryside of cultured and edu- 
cated people. 

All this signifies a great victory of the 
agrarian policy of our Party which has 
directed great efforts to the building of a 
socialist countryside and vigorously and 
steadfastly pushed ahead with the revolu- 
tion in the countryside. 


(3) 


Working class leadership of the peasan- 
try, industry’s assistance to agriculture, and 
town’s support to country—this is one of 
the basic principles to which the working- 
class Party and the state must adhere in 
the building of a socialist countryside. 

This principle is associated with the lead- 
ing role of the working class and the van- 
guard role of industry in the revolution and 
socialist construction, and proceeds from 
the essential necessity of solving the agrari- 
an question in the building of socialism and 
communism. 


To support the countryside is a duty of 
the working-class Party and the state. 

Only under the leadership and with the 
support .of the working class, can the peas- 
antry launch out on the road of socialism 
and pass to communism. 

After the co-operativisation, the socialist 
state must assume full responsibility for 
the development of agriculture and the liv- 
ing of the peasants. 

Under the private peasant economy, each 
peasant was responsible for his own affairs 
and life. But the co-operativisation has al- 
tered the circumstances. Despite their class 
distinctions, the workers and the peasants 
are now socialist working people, and des- 
pite the different types of ownership, both 
ownership by the whole people and co- 
operative ownership are socialist ownership 
forming the economic foundation of the so- 
cialist state. The Party and the state must, 
therefore, assume the responsibility for and 
look after the development of the co-opera- 
tive farms and the living of the peasants as 
they do in relation with industry and the 
working class. 
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Comrade Kim I] Sung in his theses said: 
“The socialist state assumes the responsi- 
bility for life not only of the factory and 
office workers but also of the peasants, as- 
sumes the _ responsibility for the develop- 
ment not only of ownership by the whole 
people but also of co-operative ownership.” 

This is a substantiation of the fundamen- 
tal standpoint in the solution of the socialist 
agrarian question, and an idea of capital 
importance underlying our Party’s rural 
policy. This is also an expression of the 
great revolutionary mass standpoint of our 
Party that directs constant efforts for a 
more bountiful life of all people. 


Stressing the necessity for the working 
class of rendering devoted assistance to the 
peasantry, Lenin said: “What is demanded 
by the actual possibilities for a successful 
struggle for socialism in the countryside is... 
that the Communist Parties should arouse 
among the industrial proletariat the recogni- 
tion of sacrifice on the part of the proletari- 
at and readiness for sacrifice. Because pro- 
letarian dictatorship means the ability of the 
proletariat for organising and guiding all 
the exploited working people and the ability 
of the vanguards for displaying the maxim- 
um self-devotion and heroism to this end.” 

Our Party’s stand on assuming the res- 
ponsibility for the peasants constitutes a 
further development of such idea on the 
worker-peasant alliance under the new con- 
ditions in which the socialist relations of 
production have been established. 

With respect to the level of development, 
too, industry, the leading branch, and towns 
that are ahead should necessarily help agri- 
culture and the countryside which are com- 
paratively in a lower stage of development. 
Agriculture cannot produce its own techni- 
cal equipment; it can equip itself with 
modern techniques and constantly improve 
them only with the aid of industry. 


The help of the working class to the peas- 
ants and the assistance of industry to 
agriculture are also vital for the benefit 
of the working class itself and the develop- 
ment of industry. Because, with agri- 
culture left in a backward state, industry 
cannot make its own advance, and without 
the development of agriculture no develop- 
ment can be expected of the national econo- 
my as a whole. 

It is a capitalist idea to neglect the coun- 


tryside. Under capitalism it is the rule that 
towns exploit the countryside and the latter 
lags behind the former. However, under 
socialism, it is the rule that towns assist 
the countryside and the once backward 
countryside approaches ever closer the level 
of towns in all aspects. 

Without freeing oneself from the old- 
fashioned viewpoint of neglecting the coun- 
tryside and making light of agriculture, one 
cannot handle the agrarian question suc- 
cessfully. 


Our Party has waged a principled strug- 
gle against the attitude of neglecting the 
countryside; and, under the new circum- 
stances in which the socialist relations of 
production have been established in the 
countryside and the great successes achiev- 
ed in socialist industrialisation, it has 
made a timely switchover to actively in- 
tensifying support for agriculture. 


In the early postwar days when the re- 
habilitation and construction of the national 
economy began under the difficult conditions, 
the foremost problem was to build heavy 
industry tapping all potentialities of the 
national economy and to develop at a high 
speed light industry and agriculture with 
the growing assistance of heavy industry. 

Vitally interested in establishing industry, 
heavy industry in particular, the peasants 
gave assistance to building a modern indus- 
try, the important economic foundation of 
the state. 

In a formerly backward agrarian country 
like ours, agriculture has to provide a por- 
tion of funds in addition to those made by 
industry itself in laying the foundations of 
industrialisation under the principle of 
self-reliance. In the course of laying the 
foundations for industrialisation of the 
country, too, our agriculture, needless to 
say, was benefited by the rapidly develop- 
ing industry. 

However, ‘‘once the foundation of social- 
ist industry is laid a switchover should be 
effected, whereby industry comes to the aid 
of agriculture.” (Theses) Otherwise, neither 
a proportionate development of industry and 
agriculture nor a successful solution of the 
agrarian question can be attained. 


The work of eliminating the rural back- 
wardness left over from the old exploiter so- 
ciety and overcoming the distinctions be- 


tween towns and the countryside is one of 
the most difficult tasks, which can be achiev- 
ed only with such active assistance of the 
state to the countryside over a long period. 


Our Party has steadily strengthened ma- 
terial, technical, and financial aid to the 
countryside as well as its political leader- 
ship, and directed great efforts to consoli- 
date the material and technical foundations 
of agriculture, build a rural culture, and 
improve the living of the peasants. Here 
is an apt illustration: in the five years be- 
tween 1959 and 1963 15.8 per cent of the 
total capital investments in the national 
economy was earmarked for the develop- 
ment of agriculture and rural cultural 
construction. 


In particular, our Party has recently tak- 
en historic measures to completely abolish 
the system of agricultural tax-in-kind in 
three years’ time by three stages, to under- 
take the rural capital construction and to 
build modern houses for the peasants at 
state expense. These measures, a new, posi- 
tive form of state assistance for the coun- 
tryside, are of epoch-making significance 
in the development of agriculture and the 
improvement of the living of the peasants. 

The abolition of the tax-in-kind aimed at 
emancipating our peasants completely from 
tax burdens will go far toward a general 
upsurge in agricultural production and in 
improving the living of the peasants. And 
this will boost the yearly incomes of the 
peasants by over one hundred million won. 


The policy of undertaking rural capital 
construction at state expense is indeed an 
original measure of great significance with 
respect to the relations between towns and 
the countryside. 


So far, large-scale irrigation projects, 
afforestation and water conservancy work 
and others have been undertaken by the 
state, and tractors and other modern farm 
machines have been concentrated in the 
state-run enterprises. But from now on the 
government will finance the construction of 
medium and small irrigation projects, river- 
dyke projects, water-lifting facilities, thrash- 
ing grounds, animal-sheds, store houses, 
rural power stations, laying of power lines 
and all other fixed installations for the co-op 
farms; and the peasants will purchase only 
medium and small farm machines and im- 
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plements, draught animals, etc., with their 
own funds. 

It must be pointed out that it would take 
years or scores of years for the peasants 
to accumulate this much fund if they have 
to finance all this work on their own. And 
this measure will help the rural capital 
construction proceed in a way, planned, 
more rational and better, and help consoli- 
date at a faster pace the material and tech- 
nical foundations of rural economy. 


Thanks to this measure, the proportion 
of state-owned means of production partici- 
pating in the productive activities of the 
co-op farms will increase rapidly, the im- 
pact of ownership by the whole people on 
the co-operative economy be definitely en- 
hanced and significant advance be marked 
in the remoulding of the ideology and 
consciousness of the peasants. 


The government policy of undertaking 
housing projects for the peasants is an 
expression of the genuine Marxist-Leninist 
standpoint of the working class state to 
bear the responsibility for the living of 
the peasants as it does for that of workers 
and office workers. 


All the above-mentioned important mea- 
sures, the most positive and developed form 
of aid of towns to the countryside, covering 
a wide range—ensuring the basic means of 
production for the co-op farms, strengthen- 
ing the links between towns and the coun- 
tryside, distribution and redistribution of 
the national income—will develop the new 
relationship between towns and the coun- 
{ryside. 

In ensuring towns’ support to the coun- 
tryside, the Party has paid serious attention 
to strengthening its position in the rural 
areas. 

To this end, the Party has taken a series 
of important measures for the formation of 
core ranks to lead the ideological revolu- 
tion in the countryside and take charge of 
the overall technical and cultural revolutions 
there, for the dispatch of workers to further 
strengthen the revolutionary position in 
the countryside and reinforce rural man- 
power. This constitutes an important guar- 
antee for the consolidation and develop- 
ment of the socialist system of agriculture 
and for the further enhancement of its su- 
periority.

Elimination of the distinctions between 
towns and the countryside presupposes the 
overcoming of backwardness of the coun- 
tryside not only in the technical, cultural, 
and ideological spheres but also in the 
form of ownership and the level of eco- 
nomic management. Without the solution of 
this task, the final solution of the agrarian 
question cannot be achieved. 

To start with, distinctions between own- 
ership by the state and co-operative owner- 
ship come from the different historical pro- 
cesses of formation of socialist ownership, 
and they are ascribable to backwardness 
of the countryside in the technical, cul- 
tural, and ideological fields. Accordingly, 
the carrying forward of the technical, cul- 
tural, and ideological revolutions in the 
countryside means the enhancement of the 
level of co-operative ownership. And the im- 
provement in the management and guidance 
of the co-operative,economy, and the develop- 
ment of the links between the two types of 
ownership are made in reliance on the en- 
hancement of the technical and cultural 
levels of the countryside and of the level 
of the ideology of the peasantry. On the 
other hand, the enhancement of the level of 
management and the development of the 
links between the two types of ownership 
accelerate the technical, cultural and ideo- 
logical revolutions in the countryside, and 
ensure the effective assistance to the coun- 
tryside by the towns. 

Proceeding from this, for the elimination 
of the distinctions between the levels of 
economic management and between the two 
types of ownership, it is important to im- 
prove the management and guidance of the 
co-operative economy in each stage in keep- 
ing with the steady development of the na- 
tional economy and to develop the links be- 
tween ownership by the whole people and 
co-operative ownership while energetically 
pushing ahead with the technical, cultural, 
a ideological revolutions in the country- 
side. 


_ The theses state: “The basic direction of 
improving the guidance and management of 
socialist agriculture lies in steadily bring- 
ing the method of management of the agri- 
cultural co-operative economy closer to the 


advanced method of industrial enterprise 
management... 

“Intensified technical guidance and better 
planning and systematization in all man- 
agerial activities—this is the basic direction 
of improving the management of the agri- 
cultura! co-operative economy and of elimi- 
nating the lag of agriculture behind in- 
dustry in economic management.” 

This fully accords with the objective de- 
mands of socialist agriculture, a large- 
scale collectivized one, which is being 
rapidly converted into up-to-date technical 
process. 

Only by bringing the methods of mana- 
gement of the co-operative economy ever 
closer to the advanced level of industry, can 
we bring the superiority of the socialist sys- 
tem of agriculture into full play and eli- 
minate the distinctions between towns and 
the countryside. 

The basic means ‘of developing and con- 
tinuing to perfect co-operative ownership 
and correctly handling the interrelation he- 
tween ownership by the whole people and 
co-operative ownership is to “organically 
link the two types of ownership in the direc- 
tion of strengthening the direct ties between 
industry and agriculture in production and 
constantly enhancing the leading role of 
ownership by the whole people over co- 
operative ownership.” (Theses) 

Co-operative economy continues to dis- 
play its vitality under socialism, whereby 
its superiority and potentialities must be 
brought into full utilization. But this does 
not mean that co-operative ownership should 
remain permanent. | 

For the development of co-operative own- 
ership it is necessary to effect an organic 
combination of the two types of ownership 
with ownership by the whole people playing 
the leading role. If one takes the course of 
weakening the leading role of ownership by 
the whole people over co-operative ownership 
and separating them from each other, reduc- 
ing their ties to mere commercial ones, it 
Will inevitably weaken the leading role of 
the working class and the worker-peasant al- 
lance, placing grave obstacles in the way 
of socialist and communist construction. 

However, it is wrong to convert in a 

urry co-operative ownership into ownership 
by the whole people, in disregard of the 
actual conditions and possibilities. 


Our Party is successfully solving these 
problems by creating a new agricultural 
guidance system based on the County 
Co-operative Farm Management Committee. 
Under the new agricultural system the ties 
between the two types of ownership are con- 
stantly cemented, this leading to the im- 
provement in the guidance and management 
of agriculture. 


Our experience shows that after the com- 
pletion of socialist transformation the radi- 
cal turn fromthe system of guiding the pri- 
vate peasant economy in the past to the new 
system of guiding the large-scale socialist 
economy is a law-governed process. It also 
shows that guaranteeing guidance of agri- 
culture by the industrial method as is the 
case with industry and giving state guidan- 
ce to agriculture by the industrial method are 
a most superior form of guidance of the 
socialist rural economy. 


The private peasant economy, which was 
based on private ownership of the means 
of production, has been turned into the 
socialist co-operative economy under the 
unified state plan, and the small-scale eco- 
nomy, which relied on backward farm 
implements, has developed into largé-scale 
unit of production equipped with up-to-date 
technique. Under these conditions, we have 
established new _ specialized agricultural 
guidance organs, through which the state 
guides the co-operative economy by the in- 
dustrial method replacing the administra- 
tive method of guidance by the local peo- 


ple’s committees. This is in accord with the 


lawful demands of development of our so- 
cialist rural economy. 


The county co-operative farm management 
committee—a committee, which exercises a 
direct control over the material and _ tech- 
nical means of the enterprises in service of 
agricultural production, possesses its own 
technicians specialising in different domains, 
and guides the agricultural co-operative 
economy by the industrial method—-is a 
specialised organ of agricultural guidance. 
It performs the functions of directly guid- 
ing the co-operative farms and of directly 
bringing the material and technical assis- 
tance of the state to the co-operative eco- 
nomy. 

Through this management committee it 
has become possible to strengthen the tech- 
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nical guidance of the co-operative farms 
and improve further the planning and or- 
ganization in all the managerial activities 
of the co-operative farms. 


In the first place, the superiority of the a- 
gricultural guidance system in our country 
lies in that it is the Marxist-Leninist sys- 
tem of a new type thoroughly embodying the 
revolutionary stand that the state should 
bear the responsibility for the socialist rural 
economy. 


Leaving agriculture, a matter of national 
concern, mainly to the co-operative farms 
alone and giving it only general guidance 
by the administrative method do not fit 
in with the changed realities and cannot 
accelerate the progress of the socialist rural 
economy. 


Our Party has established the new agri- 
cultural guidance system and saw to it that 
state agricultural guiding organs directly 
guide the co-op farms in all domains—tech- 
niques, planning, supplies, book-keeping, 
cash, management—thereby facilitating the 
co-operative farms decisively to enhance 
their level of management. 

The superiority of the new agricultural 
guidance system is also seen in the fact that 
it ensures most creditably a unified and in- 
tensified guidance of the rural economy. 


Thanks to the co-operative farm manage- 
ment committee, the planning work in co- 
operative farms has come to fit in better 
with the requirements of the whole national 
econoiny, and all the material and techni- 
cal conditions in the county have come to 
serve agricultural production in a unified, 
concentrated way. At the same time, the 
co-operative farm management committee is 
ably giving well-coordinated guidance to 
the co-operative farms in the fields of pro- 
duction, technique and planning. 

The new agricultural guidance system is 
also assuming the role of effecting the or- 
ganic links between ownership by the whole 
people and co-operative ownership and 
strengthening the ties between industry and 
agriculture in production. 


Under the new agricultural guidance 
system, state ownership is penetrating more 
extensively into co-operative ownership, 
developing further the close relationship 
between the working class and the pea- 
santry. This made it possible for the state- 
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owned socialist industry to further streng- 
then its material and technical assistance 
to the agricultural co-operative economy, 
and served to enhance the influence of the 
working class on the peasantry and raise 
the leading role of ownership by the whole 
people. 

As is indicated in the theses, as industry 
develops, state enterprises directly in the 
service of agriculture will be continuously 
expanded and strengthened, and thus mo- 
dern material and technical means owned 
by the whole people will gradually come to 
hold the overwhelming portion in farming. 
This course will finally lead to the stage in 
which such means and the workers who 
handle them will perform a decisive role in 
farming. This will mark an epochal turn 
towards the solution of the question as 
regards the two types of ownership and the 
elimination of the class distinctions between 
the working class and the peasantry. 

Underlving the great vitality of the new 
agricultural guidance system are the Chung- 
san-ri spirit and Chungsan-ri method, and 
the revolutionary mass line of the Party. 

The co-operative farm management com- 
mittee, regarding it as_ the principle of its 
work method to go down to the co-op farms 
and help with their work, is bringing gui- 
dance closer to the production sites, thereby 
successfully solving all the questions. 

Today in our country, all potentialities 
of the socialist rural economy are being 
tapped all the more on the basis of the 
great superiority of the new agricultural 
guidance system, and the relations be- 
tween the two types of ownership are being 
steadily strengthened, and co-operative 
ownership is being brought closer to owner- 
ship by the whole people.

It is another striking expression of the 
wise leadership of our Party in socialist 
construction that the Party has made the 
county the base for accelerating the te- 
chnical, cultural and ideological revolutions 
in the countryside, strengthening the assis- 
tance of town to county, and developing the 
state guidance of the co-operative farms and 
the ties between the two types of ownership. 


At the historic Changsung Joint Confer- 
ence, Comrade Kim I! Sung put forth the 
line of augmenting the role of the- county, 
thereby advancing a new idea of enhancing 
the revolutionary influence of the working 
class on the peasantry, raising the levels of 
technique, culture, ideology and conscious- 
ness among the peasants by districts as 
the unit and the base. 


The designation of such base is one of 
the questions of essential significance in 
euiding agriculture and solving the social- 
jst agrarian question. 

As the theses stress, “an important ques- 
tion in giving guidance to regionally dis- 
persed objects like those in the countryside 
is to designate a definite district as a unit 
for unified guidance and, with the unit as 
a unit for unified guidance and, with the unit 
as the base, to give direct guidance to all 
the objects within the district concerned.” 


In socialist construction the rural work 
is one of the complex and difficult tasks be- 
cause of its dispersed character, which will 
remain in the future, too. 

Accordingly, this requires unified guidance 
by districts as the unit. 

The county in the course of accelerating 
socialist construction in our country has 
eradually come to have every condition to 
become such a base. 


With the socialist transformation nearing 
completion in the countryside, there arose 
the necessity of intensifying the guidance 
of rural economy and life by the local ad- 
ministrative unit, the county in particular, 
and thus county farm machine stations and 
farm machine-tool factories have gradually 
come into existence. 


The rapid development of local industry 
with the county as a unit since June 1958 
Plenum of the Party was of weighty signifi- 
cance in strengthening the economy of the 
county. And then the establishment of the 
county co-operative farm management com- 
mittee was an important event in laying the 
economic foundation of the county as the 

ase, 

Thus the county in our country serves as 
a node through which all the ties are estab- 
lished between town and country, as a 
point linking towns and countryside, as a 
base for organising, guiding and develop- 
ing agriculture and local industry, and as 


a supply centre for the countryside, and as 
a centre for developing rural culture and 
accelerating rural construction. That is to 
say, the county is the lowest administrative 
unit of guidance. At the same time, it is the 
base for all economic and cultural develop- 
ment of the locality, and the point for con- 
necting towns and the countryside. 


The development of local and central in- 
dustries in the county decisively strengthens 
the ties between town and country, between 
industry and agriculture. Especially, the de- 
velopment of local industry stimulates the 
enthusiasm of the peasants for production, 
brings improvement in their living standard, 
and helps the state enterprises and the 
working class penetrate their influence into 
the countryside. 


The county as the supply centre for the 
countryside supplies industrial goods to the 
peasants and actively organises the work 
of procurement of agricultural produce, 
which increases incomes of the peasants 
and promotes progress of the rural eco- 
nomy. The county serves as a base for 
the commercial ties between towns and the 
countryside. The county as a supply centre 
has a supply cell in every ri under it. 


The county, provided with necessary es- 
tablishments as a base of the cultural re- 
volution in the countryside, controls relevant 
organs and trains cadres it needs, thereby 
accelerating the development of the socialist 
countryside. 

The county Party committee is the 
political headquarters which gives an all- 
round, comprehensive guidance to all the 
work in the county. 

The county Party committee, through its 
role of helmsman in economic work, ensures 
the over-all development of the county and 
directly organises and implements Party 
work and the politico-ideological work in 
the countryside. 

The well thought-out measures taken by 
our Party recently for the strengthening 
of the county Party committee are the very 
expression of the will of the Party to rein- 
force the base, the correctness of which has 
been eloquently proved by life. 

In this way, with the county as a unit 
and a base, the technical, cultural and 
ideological revolutions are being pushed 
ahead in the countryside, the ties between 
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town and country are being strengthened, 
the leading role of the working class is being 
brought closer to the countryside, whereby 
promoting the solution of the agrarian ques- 
tion in our country. 


The “Theses on the Socialist Agrarian 
Question in Our Country” adopted at the 
Eighth Plenary Meeting of the Fourth Cen- 
tral Committee of the Party are, indeed, un- 
folding a bright prospect before us and are 
imparting immense inspiration to the peas- 
ants and entire working people of our coun- 
try. 

When the great tasks outlined in the 
theses are realised the looks of our coun- 
tryside will undergo a radical change. 


Then our countryside will become a more 
bountiful one, and our peasants, too, like 
workers, will have an eight-hour day.

SPEECH BY COMRADE SATOMI HAKAMADA, 
HEAD OF THE DELEGATION OF THE 
JAPANESE COMMUNIST PARTY, AT THE

Dear comrades, 

We delegation of the Japanese Communist 
Party have come to Pyongyang, the capital 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea, at the kind and cotdial invitation of the 
Central Committee of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea and Comrade Kim II Sung. 


Allow me first to convey to you the warm 
greetings from the entire members of the 
Japanese Communist Party and the Japan- 
ese people fighting dauntlessly against the 
“Japan-ROK talks”.

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You won independence from the Japanese 
imperialists after the Second World War.

This 
has amazed us and gladdened us. 


Who is leading this heroism displayed by 
the people of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea—heroism in the struggle 
against U.S. imperialism and heroism in 
socialist construction? 


Needless to say, it is the Workers’ Party 
of Korea headed by Comrade Kim II Sung. 


We express our heartfelt respect to the 
Workers’ Party of Korea which, under the 
guidance of Comrade Kim II Sung, correct- 
ly led the fierce struggle against U.S. im- 
perialism and the arduous struggle in so- 
cialist construction, and has gathered bril- 
liant fruits by creatively applying the 
theory of Marxism-Leninism to the realities 
of Korea. 


But how are things in South Korea com- 
pared with the triumphant progress of this 
brilliant socialist construction in North 
Korea? 


In South Korea the people are groaning 
and many people are dying of hunger un- 
der the oppression by U.S. imperialism 
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and the Pak Jung Hi clique. The Pak Jung 
Hi, clique are holding talks with the Japa- 
nese monopolies and their pliant tool Ikeda 
group for the so-called normalisation of 
relations”. The Japanese people are fight- 
ing against this shoulder to shoulder with 
you. In South Korea, hundreds of thousands 
of students and people are holding vehe- 
ment demonstrations every day, shaking 
the foothold of the Pak Jung Hi clique and 
making them tremble in fear. We should 
like to express our fraternal solidarity from 
the bottom of our hearts with the fighting 
South Korean people. 
Comrades, 


U.S. imperialism is not only mercilessly 
persecuting and killing the Korean people. 
It is also subjecting the Japanese people 
to harsh persecution and enormous ma- 
terial losses, and the Japanese people are 
fighting against this, with the Japanese 
Communist Party standing at the van. 

When the Korean war unleashed by U.S. 
imperialism was in full fury, the Japanese 
people also fought against the war. Of 
course, what we did was incomparable 
with the tragedy and hardships you were 
suffering. Many communists and fighters 
arrested at that time are still behind the 
bars. 


Dear comrades, it is forty-two years since 
the founding of the Japanese Communist 
Party. The history of the Japanese Com- 
munist Party is a history of joint struggle 
of the Japanese communists and the Korean 
communists in Japan. After the war, too, 
we have waged a common struggle with 
you and the Koreans in Japan. 


The struggle of the Japanese Communist 
Party has been by no means a smooth sail- 
ing. Struggle is going on in the teeth oi 
all sorts of persecution by U.S. imperialism 
and thle reactionary forces at home and a- 
gainst the obstructions by the right-wing 
social democrats and revisionists. The lea- 


dership of the Japanese Socialist Party is 
now held by rightist elements. This rightist 
leadership of the Socialist Party is despe- 
rately hampering the development of the 
mass movement in all spheres, particularly 
in the struggle against U.S. imperialism. 
They are causing split and difficulties in 
the struggle against the ‘“Japan-ROK talks”. 


But the right-wing social democrats, the 
renegades, are isolated in the struggle to- 
day. 

I will give an instance. 


On January 19 this year the right-wing 
social democrats planned a demonstration. 
At that time the Japanese Communist Party 
proposed to the Socialist Party that the So- 
cialist Party and the Communist Party 
should not organize a demonstration separa- 
tely but jointly by mobilising the masses 
under their influence. The leadership of the 
Socialist Party, however, opposed this and 
so did the right-wing leadership of the 
General Council of Trade Unions of Japan. 
And eventually they held a demonstration 
separately. 


They said that they would mobilise 
90,000 people but, in actuality, those who 
gathered numbered only 5,000. And even 
the 5,000 were those the General Council 
of Trade Unions hired with pay. 


On January 26, one week after the Social- 
ist Party-sponsored meeting, the Communist 
Party jointly with various democratic or- 
ganisations held a demonstration in Yoko- 
da where a U.S. military base was set up. 
The original plan was to mobilise 100,000 
people. But, actually 130,000 took part in 
the demonstration. 


This is only one instance. 

As you know, since the historic strug- 
gle against the “Japan-U.S. Security Pact” 
in 1960, the popular masses of Japan have 
fully seen through the true colour of the 
right-wing social democrats. 

The more the right-wing social democrats 


are isolated from the masses, the more 
zealously the monopoly capitalists of Japan, 
the U.S. imperialists and the revisionists at 
home and abroad are applauding them. 

But we _ will all the more intensify the 
Struggle against U.S. imperialism and 
strengthen the struggle against Japanese 
monopoly capital and for defending the 
purity of Marxism-Leninism against revi- 
sionism at home and abroad. 

Dear comrades, the Japanese Communist 
Party and the Workers’ Party of Korea are 
waging a united struggle for defending the 
purity of Marxism-Leninism and against 
revisionism. 

This is truly gratifying for us peoples of 
Japan and Korea. 

How would things stand if either of the 
two Parties—the Japanese Communist 
Party and the Workers’ Party of Korea that 
have been guiding for tens of years the 
Japanese and Korean peoples in their com- 
mon struggle—reduce itself to a revisionist 
party? It would be a great misfortune to 
the peoples of the two countries. 

After we came to Pyongyang, your capi- 
tal, we had comradely, heart-to-heart talks 
with leaders of the Workers’ Party of Ko- 
rea and we are very gratified by the 
identity of our views. 


Internationally, as you know, revision- 
ists have emerged among the communists 
in a number of countries. Those who try to 
suppress the struggle against U.S. im- 
perialism or evade to fight against it are 
revisionists. 


Comrades, in the international working 
class movement, peace and other demo- 
cratic movement what difficulties your dele- 
gations as well as our Japanese delegations 
ran up against at meetings because of the 
revisionists! 

We demanded a fight against U.S. im- 
perialism. Many delegates not only from 
Asia but from Africa and Latin America 
also demanded this. Yet the revisionists try 
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to suppress this demand. 

Comrades, the Asian, African and Latin 
American peoples cannot help fighting 
U.S. imperialism. Some are suffering inva- 
sion or deprived of the country’s inde- 
pendence, some have their sovereignty in- 
fringed upon or are exploited and oppress- 
ed by U.S. imperialism. 

The U.S. imperialists and world reaction 
will not be frightened in the least no mat- 
ter how many times peace, peaceful coex- 
istence and disarmament were advocated 
with ‘empty words. 

Japan has Okinawa, her territory, cccu- 
pied by the United States and there are 
more than 200 U.S. military bases in Japan. 
And Japan is under political, economic and 
military domination by U.S. imperialism. 

The southern half of Korea is also under 
the occupation of U.S. imperialism. Taiwan, 
the territory of China, is occupied by the 
U.S. imperialists and the bestial undeclared 
war is going on in South Vietnam occupied 
by the U.S. imperialists. The U.S. imperial- 
ists have also invaded or violated sover- 
eignty of many other countries of South- 
east Asia. 

What barbarous acts U.S. imperialism is 
committing in Africa! It is viciously plunder- 
ing young Republics which have just won 
independence. Picture is the same in Latin 
America. 

The Asian, African and Latin American 
peoples must unite as one and fight against 
U.S. imperialism. 

As you know, Marx, Engels and Lenin 
founded scientific communism and constant- 
ly fought against revisionism and opportun- 
ism to develop it. 

At present the world developments are 


turning favourably for us in the balance of 
class forces. 

The position of the 
from bad to worse. 

At this juncture, what is the task facing 
us true Marxist-Leninists? It is to unite the 
peoples of the whole world and thereby fur- 
ther strengthen the fight against imperialism. 

The revisionists and social democrats are 
turning away from the struggle against 
American imperialism and are trying to im- 
plant such idea among the masses.

Korea by usurping the U.N. flag have turned 
South Korea into a nuclear base and mis- 


sile launching ground. 


The U.S. imperialists are obstructing the 
realisation of the peaceful unification of the 
country, committing various military provo- 
cations and outrages against innocent peo- 
ple. 


The sixth Council meeting of the Afro- 
Asian People’s Solidarity Organisation 
calls upon all the national organisations to 
mark off the period from June 25 when the 
U.S. imperialists provoked the Korean war 


to July 27, the anniversary of armistice, as 
a month of suppurt to the struggle of the 
Korean people. 


The sixth Council meeting invites all the 
national organisations to wage an extensive 
movement supporting the struggle of the 
Korean people for the complete and imme- 
diate withdrawal of the U.S. army from 
South Korea, for the peaceful unification 
of Korea without any interference from out- 
side and for the realisation of economic and 
cultural intercourse and the establishment 
of normal correspondence between the North 
and the South of the country as an initial 
step toward this.
